I have been through the red light districts 
of Chicago, and I am filled with a great joath- 
ing. I have seen your dance halls, where 
temptation to gin is offered in the form of 
lights, and music, and drink. I have seen 
gaioons which are but the ante-rooms to 
iniquity. I have visited your vice quarters, 
end have been astofished at the open traffic 


that exists therein. I have learned of how 


“white slavery’’ is conducted in Chicago. 
I have been told of women imprisoned be- 
bind bars and forced to do the will of their 
I have learned of police service to 
prevent the escape of unfortunateés. 

*The condition that exists is at once heart- 
rending and disgusting. It ie a blot uponthe 
fair name of Chicago. 

I realize that every city has its muck. It 
ig the penalty it must pay for existence. As 
well expect a river to be without its swamps 
as a city without its malodorous evil. 


No Justification for Neglect. 


But this does not excuse Chicago for the 
conditions it permits to riot within its 
gates. It does not justify open pandering 
to vice. It does not justify laxness which 
makes easy the entrance to the way along 
which vice and crime fiourish. I am told 
an Illinois state law prohibits prostitution. 
Thie law is not enforced in the city of Chi- 
cago. I am told there is a city ord 
so constructed that it permits by wide inter- 
pretation the regulation of this moral crime. 

In Chicago vice is neither prohibited nor is 
it well regulated. 

I have every reason to believe the new chief 
of police is thoroughly familiar with the 
situation and has taken steps to improve it. 
It was about time for action. In the past 
when in Chicago I have been approached by 
women who evidently were in no fear of 
Police frowns. I have been surprised atthe

They 
all circulate on a par today, but they haven't 
always done so and they are quite likely not 
to do so in the future.

Passed as Husband and Wife.

They represented to the landlady 
that they were married. 

Keefer found work as night bartender at 
thie saloon of W. L. Price, 487 Mate street. 
Price told the Harrison street police that 
Keefer confided to him that he was not 
married tothe woman.

Police in Sweeping Descents, Af- 
- ter Drastic Order by Chief. 


GUARD CHURCH AND SCHOOL. 


No Resorts Within 200 Feet Hereatter; 
Managers Must Be Women. 


Following a night of spectacular raids 
made by the police om the west and north 
sides, it developed at midnight that the 
“clean up’’ was due to an order issued 
early in the evening by Chief Steward re- 
lating to the general suppression ,of vice in 
the “red light” districts of the city. 

The order is the most sweeping of any 
police edict of recent years. | 

Commanding officers were inetructed to 
close ali resorts that now exist within 200 
feet of a church, hospital, or school. 

In the future all resorts must be conducted 
by women. It is said that most of these places 
now are run by men. 

The saloon must be separated from houses 
of this description. 

Men who live off the earnings of vice 


are to be arrested or driven from the city. 


Saloons are mot to have swinging doors 
leading into rear rooms where women con- 
gregate. 

Consternavion was caused in the “red 
light’ districts of the city when the con- 
tents of the order was made known to the 
keepers of saloons and disorderly resorts. 

Healy Arrests Many. 

Inspector Stephen K. Healy's onslaught 
upon the resorts of the Desplaines street dis- 
trict, the scene of the downfall of Inspector 
McCann. was declared to have been the most 
extensive as well as the most scenic of years. 

Inspector Healy, personally heading the 
invading force of policemen, entered resorts 
and arrested every one found in the places. 
Ten houses were raided. 

On the north side men who Mve off the prof- 
ite of women of the underworld were the sub- 
ject of attack by Inspector O’Brien. Twenty- 
five warrants were issued by Municipal Judge 
Crowe at the request of the police official, 
and his detectives beat the district for the 
men, who usually are to be found in the 
tough saloons and resorts of the vice district. 

In the residence district of Woodlawn 
the Rev. M. P. Boynton, pastor of Lexing~ 
ton Avenue Baptist church, accompanied by 
Arthur Burrage Farwell, president of the 
Chicago Law and Order league, made a tour 
of the cheap theaters, dance halls, saloons, 
and cafés. The minister said a demand for 
a radical change in conditions was necessary 
if the residence district was to escape the 
red light stigma in the near future. 


List of Places Raided. 

The west side district swept by Inspector 
Healy comprises Peoria, Morgan, Sangamon, 
and Green streets. 

The places raided were: Louise Collins, 157 
North Morgan street; Rosie Smith, 19 North 
Morgan street; Mamie Robinson, 121 North 
Morgan street; Jennie Spencer, 12 Morgan 
street; Sedie Cohen, 26 North Sangamon 
street; Annie Cooperman, 162 North Sanga- 
mon street; Annie White, 28 North Sanga- 
mon street; Annie Brown. 30 North Sanga- 
mon street; Sadie Mendelson, 160 North 
Peoria street, and Fannie Rent, 114 North 
Green street. 

The first resort raided was that of Louise 
Collins. Several men in tae place made a 
rush for the rear door and escaped, but a 
minute later were caught by detectives sta- 
tioned at the alley in the rear. 

“ Get out of this place a5 soon as you can,” 
was the warning sounded in each resort by 
the inspector. 

“I mean to appear against you lis for 
it is my intention to drive you out of the 
city. Chicago doesn’t want you and your 
kind any longer.” 

‘There will be no letup this game, for I 
mean to do business with these people,’ said 
Inspector Healy afterwards. “If i can't 
drive them from the city, I can at least hold 
the whip hand over them and regulate the 
district. The sooner they learn that I mean 
to do what is looked for by the people of Chi- 
cago the better off they will be.”’ 


Arrests on the North Side. 

Police Inspector O'Brien placed in the 
hands of his detectives twenty-five warrants 
which had been iseued for male habitués of 
the north side levee, charging them with 
vagrancy. Six arrests were made early in 
the evening. A short timeafterward the sta- 
tion was filled with women demanding to see 
those under arrest, but their request was re- 
fused. Later in the evening the prisoters 
were booked and released on bail. The 
charge carries with it a jail sentence in the 
event of conviction. Those arrested follow: 
« CHESSMAN, FRANK, 24 years old, 668 North 
Clark street. 

DAVIN, FRANK. 85 years old, 508 North 
Clark street. 

FITZPATRICK, HUGH, 27 years old, 675 
North Clark street.

A thorough search of the district was made 
for the others against whom warrants have 
been iseued, but they seemed to, have left 
the neighborhood or are in hiding until they 
can conveniently move. 

Inspector O’Brien said he had not been in 
the district long enough to get thoroughly 
acquainted with conditions in the levee dis- 
trict, but it ia his intention to clean out the 
undesirable male portion of the levee and 
keep them out. It is also the intention to 
raid the resorts east of Clark street 

“"COonditions Bad,’”’ Pastor Says. 

The Rev. Mr. Boynton, after his trip 
through Woodlawn, said: 

“We found conditions bad. The white 
light which precedes the red light is in Wood- 
lawn and unless restrictive measures of a 
stern character are taken immediately the 
district cannot escape the ignominy of be- 
coming the home of the worst sort of vice.”

The great drain upon the city’s resources 
is considered jargely attributable to dupi- 
cation and overlapping,in inspection. The 
various corps of ins ride out from 


the city hall in buggies or on street care 


at 9 o’clock in the morning and report back 
at 5. 


30 per cent of thelr time in working. Some- 
times men from three or four departments 
are likely to be in the same block at the 
same time -doing work that one man could 
do, and that man the plain and not over 
worked patrolman. 

Under existing conditions a man from the 
water office may meet a man from the build 
ing department, a man from the water de 


partment, and a man from some other de | 


partment on the same doorstep. The three 


of them engage in doing what could be 


accomplished. by one man and then, if the 
estimates of their watchers are correct, some- 
times have been known to spend the remain- 
der of the day playing penuchie ia the rear 
of a barroom. 

“While a suggestion to use policemen for 
much of the work elicited criticism to the 


effect that it might promote graft and give — 


police officers little worlds of their own, sup- 
porters of the idea: believe in the theory 
that “it is easier to watch one man than 
it is to watch half a dozen." They reason 
that the chance for graft exists any way and 
that if grafting is done, the water man, the 
health department man, the building de- 
partment man, and the sidewalk man are 
as likely to do wrong as the policeman, 


Good Cure for Corpulency. 
Lay opinion was that Chicago's policemen 
should not wiit at a prospect of more work. 
Corpulency begotten by “ easy snaps,” it is 
held, could be trimmed off by activities for 
the purpose of saving the city money. It 
was pointed out that the biuecoats can do

Shelby M. Singleton, 
of the Citizens’ association, de- 
clared during the day that he believed the 
lives of the citizens of Chicago to be in peril 
daily becatise of inefficient inspecton of pas- 

’ genger elevators. 

Gome of the elevator inspectors, he de- 
clared, know so little about the work they 
are called upon to perform that they are 
afraid to test safety appliances lest elevators 
fall and hurt them or get them “in bad,.”” As 
far as the work actually cone by some of 
these inspectors goes, according to Mr. 
Singleton, a policeman could do it as well. 

He was far from advocating the use of 
policemen for such vital work, however, but 
the discussion was ip line with the general 
trend of investigation. Jeopardizing of life 

. through ignorance was a relic of administra- 
- thons preceding the Busse régime, said Mr. 
Singleton. 

“ Assurediy, the subcommittee on inspec- 
tiem has an opportunity to do this city great 
| good,” said Mr. Singleton. “I have known

pursued?” asked the inquirer. 

“The city should get rid of any poor men 
where the public safety is concerned,” re- 
plied Mr. Hahberg, referring to Mr. Singie- 
ton’s strictures upon the elevator inspecturs. 

“ Can policemen act as inspectors of street 
obstructions and ejiminate the necessity fur 
special inspectors ror the work?” was the 
question put to Mr. Hanberg. 

He answered that he thought policercen 
perfectly competent for such work, and <aid 
it should be made compulsory for policemen 
to do it. Also he admitted that probably 
the present inspectors of street obstructious 
and street openings could be done away with. 

Mr. Hanberg was asked about the garbage 
inspectors. f 

“There is only one in each ward, and he is 
under the ward superintendent,” said Mr. 
Hanberg. 

“The police now report dead animals; etc., 
and I think they might be given specific in- 


keeping people inspired to take care of gar- 
bage properly. A big advance has been made 
in the care of garbage, but If policemen can 
keep up the standard of attention to the city 
ordinances without interference with their 
present dtitjes they should do so.’ 


Corporations Pay the. Bill. 

Mr. Hanberg, when asked about the cor- 
poration and sub-corporation inspectors, 
said that, inasmuch as the corporation and 
sub-corporation inspectors are paid for by 
the corporations whose work they are sent to 
watch, he did not believe private interests 
would permit them to do much loafing. While 
the men are on the city payrolls, the city is 
reimbursed by the corporations. 

“ Weare investigating all the d 
The result will be better for the civil service 
and for the men under civil service. 

‘There will be one general! list for all men 
of common qualifications under civil service, 
instead of having the men split up into lit- 
tie arbitrary divisions. Then, when a man 
is needed for inspection work, he can be 
drawn from the list of men of the right cali-* 
ber, instead of taking only an eligible from 
a’ restricted list. It means the abolition of 
titles.’’ 

Chief Smoke Inspector Bird was visited 
for the purpose of finding out how his depart- 
mem stood. 

Mr. Bird said he would lfke to have thirty 
men to do the observing for him; instead of 
only ten, but that he saw no hope of getting 
them. He considered the city was doing as 
well for his department as could be expected 
in comparison with other departments. | 

Two of his ten smoke observers were de- 
tailed to watch locomotives, he said, and the 
remaining eight to watch stack perform- 
ances of industrial plants. 

“The men ‘who watch industrial plants 
average, say, twelve or fifteen reports a 
day,” said Mr. Bird. ‘‘ They are shifted 
about so that they cannot be suspected. of 
making friends in any .one district. 

“The deputy smoke inspectors are tech- 
nically trained men. They show controllérs 
of plants how to stop smoke.. Their work is 
valuable. The deputies receive $1,500 yearly 
and the observers, $1,000.” 

Clubwomen Lose Enthusiasm? 

“Does the. observing. of smoke’ for ‘your’ 
purposes require special training?’ asked the 
investigator. 

“Only ordinary intelligence,” replied. Mr. 
Bird. . “ Almost any woman could do the 
work. In fact, women from the clubs canie 
im here and wanted me to give them 2,00 
blanks for reports on snigke. I told’'them I 
couldn't give away the-city’s property, b 
I did fix up a blank for them to have print 

“They had.a lot of blanks struck off and 
for a while they sent in reports. 

“The trouble was that those women were 
great on getting the scheme.started, but 
they were not good stickers when it came 
to doing the work.” 

Volunteers who would actualy work and 
report smoke were suggested: Mr. Bird re- 
sponded that volunteer -smoke inspection 
faithfully done and the results turned over. 
to him would help materially. 

He strongly advocated removal of . the 
cause of smoking rather than court action 
that might amount to persecution.

Wright in Record Flight. 

College Park, Md., Oct. 9.—After breaking 
the world’s record for flight over a closed 
circuit kilometer today, Wilbur Wright to- 
day predicted that he could attain a speed 
of sixty to seventy miles an hour in an 
aeroplane racer. He had just torn through 
the air in the government aeroplane at a 
rate of approximately forty-six miles anh 
hour, making a new record of 58 3-5 seconds 
for 500 meters and return, Including turn. 

Following the successful flights of the 
forenoon, Mr. Wright made two ascensions 
late in the afternoon. Once his engine 
seemed lazy and the aeroplane settled to the 
ground 200,feet from the starting rail.

FIGHT OVER MURDER ‘TRIAL. 


y Fatal Shooting. 


One man ost his life and another lies dan- 
gerously wounded at the People’s hospital 
as a result of a shooting at 12:80 o'clock this 
morning that grew out of a quarrel over evi- 
dence given at a murder tria! last winter. 

The dead man is-Vito Bertucci, whose 
brother, Joseph, was eonvicted of murder 
of his uncle, Vito Umbrillo.. The injured 
man is Michael Vinci. 

Two cousins, both named Bruno Roti, who 
testified against Bertucci at the former trial, 
were arrested for complicity in the shoot- 
ing. Vinci later identified one of them as 
the man who shot him, the police say. 

The’ shooting occurred at’ Twenty-first 
street and Wentworth avenue shortly after 
midnight. Phe quarrel that preceded it, the 
police learned, started among several Ital- 
lans who were diseusaiie the Bertucci trial. 
During the discussion the Roti cousins joined’ 
the group, whereat Vito Bertucci, who later 
was killed, accused them, it is said, of being 
responsible for the conviction of his brother. 

The cousins denied this, but Bertucci and 
another brother, Michael, repeated’ the 
charge, and in a few minutes the party was 
divided into two groups, one side defending 
the Rotig and ‘the other trying to help the | 
Bertuccig sustain their contentions. 

Finally the argument became so vigorous 
that blows were struck, and in the commo- 
tion that followed severa] shots were fired. 
Bertucci fell at the first shot and later was 
found dead on the sidewalk. Vinci also was 
shot, and was staggering toward his house 
} when the police arrived. He was taken at 
once to the People’s hospital, where he re- 
vived under treatment. One of the Rotis 
was taken before him ina few minutes.

Contending that the bible contains’ the 
highest principles of morality, Rabbi Tobias 
Schanfarber, in a Sérmon yesterday in K. 
A; M. temple, admitted it is a poor guide in 
political économy; geology, ss wre de and 
other sciences. 

“No ethicalteacher and no dentimsor at 
the university,’’ he said, “‘ would dare say 
the bible does not contain the highest and 
eternal principles of morality. They know 
as well as any preacher that there is noth- 
ing aut. justice and righteousness, nothing 
i about Hberty and freedom, nothing about 
love and merfcy in the ethical codes of today 
that has not been hinted at or given expres- 
sion. to in the bible. Yet when we have said 
this we.must not think that new applications 
of these principles have not been made in 
our own day and time. 
“ Nobody thinks of. going to the bible for 
his political econ today. When we wish 
to settle industrial disputes we appoint a 
committee on arbitration. ‘When we wish to 
settle international disputes. we go to the 
International court of The Hague. In mat- 
ters of this Kind we do not go to the bible, 
and if it were an infallible guide for all time 
to come it would be our last court.of resort. 

Slavery. Advocated in Bible.- 
“Slavery was advocated by thousande of 
as high minded and high principled people as 
ever could be found, not because it was rfght, 
because they never stopped to ask themselves 
whether it wae right or not, but simply be- 
cause it was found and advocated in the bible. 
These people made a fetich of the bible, and 
a@ large number. of. preachers’ make a fetich 
a the bible ‘today. ' Because they believe in 
it from cover to, cover they must constantly 
be apologising. far it.

Fixed Ratio Is Impossible. 

The only trouble is that it is impossible to 
preserve a fixed ratio between gold and sil- 
ver so that while oné of the certificates al- 
ways represents a certain value the other is 
changeable.* The United States treasury 
may receive a silver dollar today which is 
worth 60 cénts, be perfectly honest in keeping 
it, and restoring it to the holder of the cer- 
ti e op demand, performing its part as

time, while that particular dollar has siept 
in the vaults, it might drop in value from 60 
cents to 50 cents, and the last holdef of the 
certificate, frequently an innocent party to 
the transaction, would be the. loser. 

There are, therefore, in our great @@bric of 
two and one-half billions of paper currency 
only a little more than e third which repre- 
sents absolute and immutable value. They 
are the gold certificates. They are not mere 
promises to pay, nor an acknowledgment of 
debt, but are evidences of deposits, the ac- 
tual physical coin or gold bullion supposed 
to be in the vaults of the United States treas- 
ury to an amount exactly equa! to the total 
of the gold certificates in circulation. They 
are treated as trust funds, and the United 
States has no more ownership over them than 
the parcel room at a railroad station which 
gives a check for an umbrella or overcoat 
and is supposed to return the identica! arti- 
cle on demand. 


Silver Dollars Held in Trust. 

Then there are the silver certificates. So 
far as the United States nominally is con- 
cerned, its duties and obligations are exactly 
the same as those it incurs by handling the 
gold, The silver dollars are kept in the treas- 
ary intact, and are treated as trust funds. 
The silver certificates are issued to any one 
who wants them, and the dollars are paid 
out again when anybody asks to have a cer- 
tificate returned. The government is a trus- 
tee pure and simple, and {ft is not really its 
fault if the silver dollar varies in value from 
day to day so far asthe system of certificates 


is concerned. 
Tt is notorious that the bullion silver in a 


the vicinity of half as much as the bullion 
gold in a gold dollar. Of course the two 
things could not circulate side by side on 
their merits. There is a famous declaration, 
known among financiers as the Gresham law, 
which is simplicity itself but which is almost 
as much of a foundation stone as the law of 
the attraction of gravitation, This Gresham 
law declares that when two circulating me- 
diums are of unequal value the baser cur- 
rency inevitably will drive out of circulation 
that of higher value. This is obvious to any 
one. Every prudent man would pay his 
debts in the cheaper currency as long az he 
could and hoard the better priced meaium of 


| exchange at every opportunity. He would 


gell the higher currency for the lower cur- 
rency, pay his debta in the latter, and havea 
balance left on the credit side of his ledger. 


Gold Hoarded Fifteen Years Ago. 

It is only necessary to go back about fifteen 
years in our own history to find a complete 
exemplification of the inevitableness of the 
operation of the Gresham law. Prior to the 
sensational campaign of 1896, when it stil 
was undetermined what was to be our stand- 
ard of value, every prudent banker in the 
United States, every trust company, and 
every capitalist made it a point to sort his 
currency day by day. Gold certificates aj- 
ways were laid aside, silver certificates al- 
ways were paid out over the counter. and 
gold really disappeared from actual! circula- 
tion in the United States, the birden of the 
work of carrying op the retail trade being 
assumed by the silver dollar and the mers 
promises to pay of the government and the 
national banks. 

At the beginning, therefore, one runs up 
against a dangerous situation by ‘which it is 
seen that one-fifth of our actual paper cur- 
rency today is made up of certificates which 
merely cal for the delivery of a certain num- 
ber of silver dollars, not worth their face 
value or anything near it. The govenment 
has adopted necessarily the policy of main- 
taining the parity between gold and silver, 
but if that guarantee of the government were 
withdrawn it would be impossible to get hold 
of a gold certificate tomorrow, because they 
would be hoarded, and the people, including 
the poorest of them, would be forced to make 
shift with silver certificates, representing in 
part the bullion value of the coins deposited 
in the treasury, but also ip part and nearly 
or quite equa) the mere fiat of the United 
States government. 


Greenbacks Represent Nothing. 


Goifig down the list we come to greenbacks, 
or United States notes. They represent noth- 
ing at all but the mere promises to pay of this 
great and glorious government. They were 
issued a8 a war measure, and they merely 
are relics of the dark days wher the credit 
of the government had gone to smash. That 
credit may go down again some day, and 
when it does the greenbacks will go with it, 
because they have absolutely nothing behind 
them in the way of tangible value and are 
just that much worse off than the despised 
and lewly silver certificate itself. These fiat 
money greenbacks represent appriximateiy 
one-seventh of our paper currency. 

Last on the list are the national bank notes. 
Any-national bank which has a government 
bond may deposit it in the treasury and re- 
| ceive in place of it a circulating note, which 
is the paper promise to pay of the bank. It is

I have heard of others who would detail po- 
Iicemen to locate a girl who had escaped, ar- 
rest her, and return her to her prison. I was 
told of a girl who had escaped from one of 
these houses, and who. fearing arrest, sought 
refuge with a clergyman’s family. The po- 
lice ascertained her whereabouts, informed 
the minister that the woman was in debt to 
the landlady of the place where she had been 
living, and declared she must return or go to 
jail. The minister threatened if the pursuit 
of the girl did mot cease, he would prefer 
chargcea, Thir threat ended the persecution. 


Could Learn from Japan. 


In view of the wakefulness of the civic 
conscience, it is astonishing to me that the 
city government permits such abominations 
as exist within the heart of Chicago. 

I am not ane who believes humanity may 
be reformed in a day. Christianity has 
illumined the world for more than 1,000 years, 
and still we have not arrived at the high 
ideale which the Savior preached. At the 
same time Chicago can take steps to sup- 
press the white slave tfaffic and to keep vice 
within orderly. and decent limits. To sup- 
press it entirely experience everywhere has 
shown to be impossible. The great cities of 
Europe have been strugglingewith the prob- 
lem for hundreds of years, and they have put 
suppression aside az impracticabie. They 
believe in segregation, regulation, and sani- 
tation. 

In this connection I cannot but think that 
in vice Chicago could take a lesson from 
Japan. It could place those who practiée it 
in a remote section which the youth will find 
difficult of access, It can have that location 
well lighted and policed. It can arrest and 
imprison as a vagrant every woman of dis- 
repute found elsewhere. It can forbid dance 
halls to sell liquor and to be a rendesvous at 
all hours for young men and girls. ‘Xt can 
forbid the sale of liquor in any house where 
women are allow It can forbid the sale 
of liquor in ho s ‘of ill repute. It can 
punish as a vagrant or otherwise every man 
who runs such a house or who has any con- 
nection with it or with inducing women to 
become inmates. It can stop the youth’of the 
city, including mesSenger boys, from enter-

CRANE PASSES THROUGH CITY 


Refuses to Amplify Statement 
Regarding His Recall. 


ANXIOUS TO KNOW REASON. 


New Minister to China Hurrying to 
Capital to Find Out. 


Charles R. Crane. new minister to China, 
passed through Chicago yesterday afternoon 
en route for Washington, D. C., where he 
has been recalled from San Francisco on 
the eve of departure for his new post fora 
conference with Secretary of State Knox. 
Mr. Crane came in on the Overland Limited 
with his secretary. Walter 8S. Jones, arriving 
at 2:35 p. m. at the Northwestern depot. He 
was met by his brother, R. T. Crane Jr., and 
a delegation of newspaper men anxious to 
get Mr. Crane’s idea of the reasons for his 
sudden recall to Washington. 

From the momént Mr. Crane stepped down 
from his Pullman until he was handed intoa 
waiting automobile by his brother, the new 
minister to China was besieged with ques- 
tions. 

Anxious to Learn Reason. 

He added nothing to his statement which 
appeared in Tue TRIBUNE yesterday and 
which was given by Mr. Crane while speeding 
through Nebraska on board train to a rep- 
resentative 6f THz Trinunw. In fact, Mr. 
Crane’s replies to the questions which were 
asked him by the group of newspaper men 
may .be summed up in a single paragraph. 

“i received a mesasge from Secretary 
Knox recalling me to Washington,” he stat- 
ed. ‘“*I have received no further messages. 
I am returning in response to Secretary 
Knox's message. I have no idea why I am 
recalied any more than you have—but I am 
just as anxious to learn the reason. There- 
fore I am hurrying on to Washington this 
evening.”’ 


Eludes Cross' Examiners. 

Further than this Mr. Crane was not anx- 
ious to discuss his recall. He good naturedly 
abandoned himself to a half dozen photogra- 
phers and posed for snapshots in front of the 
station. But when this was over and the re- 
porters once more essayed questions he ar- 
ranged an avenue of escape. 

“T cannot say anything more at present, 
I'm going out to get a little lunch,” he said. 
“JT ghall leave for Washington over the 
Pennsylvania at 5:30 o’clock .”’ 

Mr. Crane went directly to the University 
club from the depot where he met a number 
of friends and passed the two hours interval 
between trains. Shortly after 5 o’clock the 
party, with one additional member, William 
Bordén, started for the Union depot by 
automobile. . | 

For ten minutes before train time Mr. Crane 
again was questioned by newspaper men, 
but returned the same reply as upon his 
arrival. He left on the Pennsylvania lim- 
ited at 56:30 p. m., and will arrive in Wash- 
ington this afternoon. 

He will have a conference with Secretary 
Knox, he stated, tomorrow morning, and 
hoped to retrace the western journey a day 
or two later.

Essential to Good. Education, 
Says Mre. Young at Luncheon. 


URION PRAISES THE SUPT. 


Declares Chicago Will Have the Na- 
tion’s Best School Syst: m. 


Education consists first of all in giving 
good health to the body, in the opinion of 
Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, and “ from now on,” 
to quote her. “ it shall be the aim to have all 
the school work done in the fresh air.”’ 

She spoke to this effect yesterday at the 
luncheon given in her honor at the La Salle 
hotel by the Principals’ club. 

“7 am not sure,’’ she continued, ** that 
the best method for supplying this fresh air 
has been discovered, but I am sure that it is 
possible for all to have it. The question of 
heating the schools has been solved; the 
other side of the question will have to be be- 
fore we can plume ourselves on a satisfac- 
tory educational system. 

“We have not.done enough stirring about 
in the schoolrooms to find out what sort of air 
is in them. It is not enough to go into a 
room and say to the teacher, ‘ My, but this air 
is foul,’ and then walk out again.” 


Urges Need of Cleanliness. 

Mrs. Young also dwelt upon the need of 
cleanliness, and led on to the subject of mo- 
rality. “‘ The public schools are not answer- 
able for the immoral concitions in the com- 
munity, but they are answerable, no matter 
in what condition children enter the school, 
tw prepare them to go out and act as upright 
men and women.” 


President Campbell, who is principal of the 
Wentworth school, declared that the office 
of superintendent of schools should be un- 
trammeled and free to give advice, and 
‘should not be held responsible when its in- 
cumbent’s advice is not followed and failure 
results.” , 

With regard to the work of putting the 
schools on a high plane of educational effi- 


clency, he said: 
“ We believe that the time has come and the 


women is at hand.” 


Urion Lauds Mrs, Young. 

‘‘Mrs. Young bas already started in a way 
that can bring great credit to the schools 
of Chicago,’ was one of the statements made 
by President Urion.

El Porta}, Cal., Oct. 9.—After having trav- 
ele@ nearly 100 miles by stage and on foot in 
and around the Yosemite valley, President 
Taft reached here tonight and will resume his 
journey to the southwest tomorrow morning. 
He will stop during the day at Merced, Fres- 
no, and Bakersfield; and réach Los Angeles 
early Monday morning. 

The president was wet with perspiration 
when he reached the foot of the trail today 
and had to go to ded in the Sentinel hotel 
while his clothing was hung out in the sun 
to dry, as he had only the one gray Norfolk 
jacket sult with him in the park. 

President Taft took luncheons with Maj. 
Forsythe of the army. His lest day in the 
Yosemite park was most enjoyable. He be- 
gan the day by looking at the sun rise over 
the eastern granite walls of the valley, his 
vantage point being the veranda of the little 
Glacier Point hotel, right at the edge of a 
8,000 foot cliff. The surroundings were rough. 
and secluded and the president appeared in 
scant attire. Having seen the sun properly 
up, Mr. Taft retired again and slept until 8 


o'clock. , 
Taft Stands Trip Well. . 

The president has stood the long rides and 
‘early hours of the Yosemite trip better than 
some of the other members of his party. 
Today he set such * pace down the four miles 
of the short trail which brought him from 
Glacier Point to Yosemite that he had two 
} of his congressional! escort, Representatives 
McKinlay and Needham, calling for help. 
At Union Point, one-third of the way from the 
top, the president went to the edge of the 
cliff? and waved a handkercliief in greeting 
to some mere specks of humanity who could 
be seen moving about below him. 

The president was iold that the “short 
trail,’ down which he was passing, was first 
“blazed "’ by an old settler who lived in the 
hills. His wife would not allow him to have 
any whisky in the house, so he had to walk 
daily down into the valley to get a drink. 

In the presidential party during the stay 
in the Yosemite have been Gov. Gillett, Sena- 
tor Flint, Representatives Englebright, Mc- 
Kinlay, and Needham, John Muir, and Maj. 
Ww. Pig Forsythe, the army custodian of the 
park. 


Hears Frisco Water Plea. 

The president has shown much interest in 
the proposition on foot in San Francisco to 
throw a dam across the Hetch Hetchy val- 
ley of the Yosemite park and create a lake 
there, to give that city a supply of water. 
Mr. Muir, who has spent much of his life in 
the Yosemite. has declared to the president 
with all of the enthusiasm of the real lover 
of nature that the plan is a sacrilege. 

President Taft had been deeply impressed 
with the beauty not only of the valley it- 
self, but the entire Yosemite park. He de- 
clared the park had been neglected. as com- 
pared with the ¥ellawstone. Mr. Taft is 
anxious that some definite plan o§ improve- 
ment shall be agreed upon in ghee that 
progress may be made year by year. Road 
bullding is the first great need, as the presi- 
dent himself has suggested, end he probably 
will make some recommendations on the sub- 
ject in his forthcoming message to congress, 

Arriving .at the floor of the valley today, 
the president was greeted by Galen Clark, 
97 years old, who was the first white man to 
make known the existence of the giant se- 
quoia trees of the Mariposa groves. One 
result of the president's trip into the Yosemite 
has been to make him an enthusiast on for- 
estry. 

Urge Taft to Visit Islands. 

Members of the Calfornia delegation to 
congress who have been accompanying him 
through the Yosemite have been urging the 
president to make a trip to the Philippines in 
1911. Mr. Taft has no deeper interests th 
those of the Philippines, and he has listened 
to the suggestions of a trip to the islands 
with some degree of enthusiasm. It has been 
pointed ow to the president that he could 
make a trip to the Philippines well inside of 
three months by taking a fast cr iser and 
that he would actually be away from Wash- 
ington but a little longer than on his journey 
through the west. 

With a contemplated visit to Alaska next 
year and a stop at Honolulu on the way 
home. followed by a voyage to the Philip- 
pines in 1911. with an occasional! visit to Pan- 
ama, President Taft would easily set a new 
mark for presidential travel. 


FELLOWSHIP CLUB IS TOLD 
OF OPPRESSION IN IRELAND. 


Prof. Hogan Declares Conditions 
| There Could Hardly Be Worse than 
They Are at Present.

Prof. A. J. Hogan of the University of 
Notre Dame, in an address yesterday before 
the Irish Fellowship club of Chicago at its 
weekly luncheon in the Hotel La Salle. de- 
clared: conditions in Ireland could hardly be 
worse than they are. He recently made an 
extended trip through Ireland. 

* Home rulé would spell ruin to the Irish 
character if established now,’’ hesaid. “The 
spirit of Irish nationalism has been driven 
out of the schools by British law. Irishmen 
do not know their own history. Gaelicisa 
dead language. The youth are trained by 
all the education that is available to them to 
rejoice in being British subjects. 

“ What racial sentiment is there In Ireland 
now to take advantage of home rule? Home 
rule now would have the effect of fixing for- 
ever an alien mold upon our people. The 
Irishman must learn again to know himself 
as an Irishman, and respect himself as an 
Irishman, before home rule could be any- 
thing but a curse to us.” 

Father John A. MacMahon of St. Andrew's 
ehurch, Dublin, spoke briefiy. 

“There is a greater Ireland here in Chi- 
cago,’ he said, “than there is at home. 
Irishmen in America show what Irishmen 
can do with opportunity. A visitor in Chi- 
cago from an Irish city cannot but admit 
that there are here brighter and better Irish- 
men than are left on the old sod.”

From down in the Texas Panhandle comes 
the story of a former Kansas City, Mo., 
artist, and now a successful woman farmer 
of near Dalhart, who is preparing an inter- 
esting exhibit to be a part of the Dalhart dis- 
play at the exposition.

“Plow deep frequently, bringing up from 
below and mixing well with the surface 
sandy loam the heavier subsoil which under- 
lies all this region, to the end that humus 
is given to the sandy top soil and quality of 
resistance to the action of the spring winds 
is added thereby.

ments of ine act and rules. You will readily 
see the advantage of the plan suggested if it 
can be successfully carried out. 

* Another advantage to be obtained will be 
the fact that by their familiarity with the 
two departments they would be able to an- 
swer inquiries in regard to examinations, 
promotions, etc.. among employés of: their 
department, or could obtain the information 
readily, thereby obviating the continual vis- 
iting of the civil service office by great num- 
bers of city employés.”’

NUMEROUS FLOATS IN LINE. 
City Officials Guests of Honor; Mayor 
and Gevernor to Be Represented. 


Thirty thousand Chicago Italians, members 
of 125 civie and fraternal! societies, wfll par- 
ticipate in a parade next Tuesday, a legal 
holiday, in honor ‘of Christopher Columbus’ 
discovery of America. 

The parade will form at 10a. m. at the West 
Randolph street market and will proceed

firet built, are not connected with either the 
water or sewage system. 

“The city has an excellent supply of arte- 
sian water, but.the dweilers in these houses 
rely largely on surface wells, either because 
of the expehse or because they prefer. water 
with ‘more taste’ to it. The city physjcian 
States that these people suffer frequently 
from intestinal diseases due in his opinion to 
insanitary conditions, but there is little 
typhoid. 

“ These houses for the most part are not 
crowded together, though there are a few 
eases of rear tenants. Inside, I was told, 
there is.a good deal of congestion caused by 
the tendency of recent immigrants, especially 
the unmarried men, to crowd together. These 
are largely Poles or other Slavs. I was told 
by the health officer that the workmen show 
ambition to-have homes of their own in the 
outlying region of better buildings. 


Peoria and Its River Front. 

** The most striking feature of Peoria from 
the standpoint of housing conditions is its , 
river front with the shanty boats. This fea- 
ture has been observed for me by Jerome: 
Frank, who has written as follows concern- 
ing it: : 

*** Peoria isa prosperous city and has con- 
verted Ks ecotiomic gains into esthetic 
values; in plain words, it can.boast, on the 
whole, of trim, neat, respectable homes, — 

“ But along the river front, at the foot of 
the city, paralleling the rallroad tracks—for. 
Peoria its built.on a plateau. about forty feet ~ 
above the river—are flung out, in conspicuous 
immodesty, more than a hundred dilapidated; 
filthy shacks. ‘The contrast is surprising, 
like.a paif of dirty, worn, out shoes ona weil 
dressed business man. TheSe shanty boats 
stand.on a strip of land which varies ftom 
about 10 to 300 feet in width. They are seat- 
tered along thecity’s ‘shore, which is some . 
fifty bloeks long. In some-cases they dre 80 


} far apart that the problem of congestion is 


absent; there are, however, two large clus- 
ters of about twenty shacks each, where the 
houses literally lean one against the other. . 

«What isa shanty boat? It might‘be 
described as a, “*down.and out '’ houseboat. 
Still, this is scarcely an adequate description, 
as in their inception most of these shacks are 
far from “‘ first class,”’ thegreater number of 
them seem to. have been originally constract- ’ 
ed of old, weather beaten lumber. Of this 
material is made what appears from without 
to be a poorly constructed.oblong box, bout. 
twenty feet long, ten feet wide, and sev 
feet high, provided with three or.four win- 
dows, two doors, andaslant roof: The fidor-: 
ing is often. extended a few feet’ beyond the 
exterior walls of the building.

James H. Gilbert, president of the Metro- 
politan Trust and Savings bank and for- 
merly -well ‘known in loca! political circles, 
died suddenly of heart. disease Friday night 
at the residence of William B. Purp!ic, 17T 
Oak«wood* boulevard” The fact:of -his* death 
did not become. generally known until yes- 
‘tefday. 

Mr. Gilbert apparently -was.in good health 
and his death came as a shock in financial 
circles; \He left the bank in the Stock Ex- 

Change, building Friday afternoon at 4 
o'clock: He went home and after-dinner went 
to calLop"Mr. Purple, a friend of long stand- 
ing. \ Shostly- after. his arrival he was seized 
with an attack of heart trouble. A physi- 
clan was summoned and Mr. Gilbért’s family 
Was notified; but Mgr. Gilbert died before med- 
ical aid arrived. 

Sketch of His Coieeet: 

Mr. Gilbert was born In Toronto, Canada, in 
1844. His parents were New England people. 
He was educated in'the public schools and the 
University of’ Qoronto, subsequently studied 
law, and was admitted to the bar in 1865. He 
came to Chicago in 1867 and engaged in the 
real estate business In partnership with E. C. 
Giving. ‘ The partnership was dissolved in 
1874, In 1867 Mr, Gilbert was elected a mem- 
bér of the council and after his retirement 
from ‘the real estate business he engaged ac- 
tively. In politics. During a protracted ab- 
‘gence of. Mayor’ Heath in 1878, Mr. Gilbert 
was acting. mayor; and received President 
Hayes when he visited Chicago in that year. 

Mr: Gilbert retired from the council in 187». 
In 1866. he was elected clerk of the Criminal 
court and in 1890 he was elected sheriff on the 
Republican ticket. He retired from politics at 
the close of his- term of office in 1894 to become 
president of the Garden City Banking and 
Trust ‘company... Some years later the name 
of the company was changed to the hiletro- 
politan Trust and Savings company, Mr. Gil- 
bert continuing as president.

Mr. Gilbert. was married to Miss Ella K. 
Huntley in 1870. He is survived by the 
widow, a son, Huntley Gilbert; and a daugh-

Different Ways of Teaching. 

** Don’t teach history as my teacher did, by 
making ué believe that it wasn't our busi- 
ness to ask’ questions but to recite,’’ the pro- 
fessor said. “ History was given us in 
homeopathic doses, and we were supposed to 
take it and put it down and not let our curilos- .

GERMAN GIRLS WOO BLACKS 


Thousands Want to Be Brides of 
Africans, Letters Reveal. 


SCANDAL STIRS THE NATION. 


Newspapers Warn Parents in Hope of 
Stopping Correspondence. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Oct. 9.—A profound sensation 
has been caused throughout Germany by 
official revelations that thousands of German 
girls, frequently of good family, have been 
carrying on clandestine correspondence of a 
highly amorous nature with negro natives 
in the kaiser’s African colonies. 

The scandal! attained such proportions that 
a government newspaper, the North German 
Gazette, felt called upon to issue formal! 
The warn- 
| ng has been conepicuously réproduced this 
week in practically every newspaper in the 
empire, and the hope is cherished that it will 
have the desired effect of preventing the 
faherland’s romantic young women from 
continuing to make fools of themselves. 


Wanted to Wed “Black Prince.” . 


Letters which have fallen into the hands 
of the colonial authorities reveal that many 
of the writers initiated the correspondence 
with a view to matrimony. A number 
have described it as their life ambition to 
become the bride of a “ black prince.”’ 

Countless girls have sent their photo- 
graphs to unknown savages on the wastes of 
Togoland and southwest Africa. The North 
German Gazette states that the wholesale 
display of photographs of white girls in the 
colonies is one of the most deplorable feat- 
ures of the scandal. It is pointed out that 
nothing more repuleive is imaginable than 
the sight of pictures of German women 
hanging alongside those of “ black beauties "’ 
of doubtful origin and abbreviated attire. 

The recipients of these effusive attractions 
are mostly young natives 19 to 21 years old. 
Their kinky heads inevitably are sweiled by 
the receipt of the letters and photographs 
from the Buropean women and they become 
correspondingly intractable. 

Rude Awakening to Critics. 

When the Elsie Sigel scandal in New York 
was the leading topic of American news in 
the German press numerous “holier than 
thou” editorials and articles were published 
attacking the morals of American girls. It 
has come asa rude awakening to these critics 
that the German girls are not altogether like

One of the most interesting was “ an adver- 
tisement concerning the provence of East 
New Jersey,”’ consisting of thirty-eight un- 
cut pages, and published in 1648. It was 
bougit by Stevens for $1.080.

Subjects, 
the governor and company lately gone for 
New Engiand,” written by Winthrop, the 
first governor of Massachusetts, and printed 
in London in 1630. ik consists of ten pages.

Says if Company Can’t Exist Without 
Government Aid It Shouid Fall.

LONDON, Oct. 9.—There has been a large 
gathering of officials of the North German 
Lioyd line in London this week, and sevy- 
eral conferences which have aroused much 
interest in English shipping circles. No indi- 
cation of the objects of the gathering have 
been allowed to transpire, but it is believed 
the company is desirous of taking new meas- 
ures to incr@ase its freight traffic between 
England and the United States, 


Will Be No Amailgamtion. 

Director Heineken, discussing the com- 
pany’s policy, today denied strongly that 
there was even a remote possibility of amal- 
gamation with the Hamburg-American. He 
says he is satisfied with the season’s show- 
ing, but expects a big increase the coming 
year. Asked whether it is the intention to 
build boats to compete with the Cunarders, he 
replied: 

“There is no intention of building more 
ships, as we have all the tonnage we re- 
quire. We are glad the turbines of our 
friends turned out a success from a speed 
point of view, and hope they are a financial 
success also. We are not adopting turbines. 


Line Opposes Subsidy. 

“ Heineken is much interested in the sub- 
sidy ques@ion, but thinks it tends to place 
German interests at a disadvantage. 

“The position we take is that the German 
lines do not want a subsidy,” he said. “If 
a steamship company cannot exist without 
government aid it should be allowed to fail 
like any other business, but with the new 
Spanish shipping law and subsidy projects in 
France, the United States, and other nations 
it seems/the matter is one for international 
discussion more with a view of checking the 
excessive growth of protection in the shipping 


trade.

RIOT AT OOUNCEIL MEETING.

DUBLIN, Oct. 9.—An attempt to elect a 
sword bearer for the city of Dublin resulted 
in riotous scenes as the corporation meeting 
adjourned today. Capt. Condon will be pro- 
posed at the next meeting, and it is believed 
will be elected almost unanimously if he con- 
sents to stand. 

The action of the police in downing the 
American flag over licensed premises has 
caused ill feeling in Nationalist circles. 
Strictly speaking, it is against the law to dis- 
play party flags on licensed houses, but: on 
certain occasions, particularly in the north, 
party flags and emblems are flown freely 


thereon. 
Dublin castle has decided on the American 

flag as the party color in Ireland, hence the 

action of the police, who haul it down when- 


ever it is displayed. 


BOMB SENT THROUGH MAILS’ 
INJURES SWEDISH EXPORTER. 


Letter Accompanies It Saying Valuable 
Package Is Intended as Gift for Vic- 
tim—Wrapped in Socialist Paper. 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 9.—Throuwgh the burst- 
ing of a bomb received by post this morning. 
Ion Hammer, director of the Swedish Export 
association, was severely injured. 

The bomb, contained in a neatly made up 
package, exploded as the wrappings were 
removed by the director. The concussion 
biew off the thumb and forefinger of Mr. 
Hammer's right hand and inflicted painful 
gashes in his face. 

Together with the bomb a letter was deliv- 
ered, signed J. Asker, stating that the packet, 
with ita valuable contents, was a gift to Mr. 
Hammer. The inner wrapping around the 
bomb was a copy of the socialNst newspaper 
Brand. 


ANCIENT RACES’ HOUSES ALIKE. 


Excavations Disclose Close Kinship Ex- 
isting Between Greek and Teu- 
tonic Architecture. 


BERLIN, Oct. 9.—The close kinship exiet- 
ing between the ancient Teutonic architecture 
and the Greek remains of Troy and Micene 
has been disclosed through excavations car- 
ried out by Prof. Schuchardt of the Royal 
Ethnological museum at Nediitg, near Pots- 
dam. 

The professor after two years work yn- 
earthed in the neighborhood of Potsdam the 
remains of a house that was bullt 300 or 400 
yeare before Christ and inbabited by ancient 
Teutons. a. 

It brings to light the first modern know!l- 
édge as to how the ancient Teutonic house 
was constructed. Among the fragments of 
furniture found during the excavations are 
a stone mili anda stone beater for pulveris- 
ing grain. There dre also several! iron knives 
and the bones of cattle, sheep and wild boar, 
while the jawa of a fish, in which an Iron fish 
hook was sticking, have been discovered.

IRISH EXPECT TO GAIN. 


Many Liberal Leaders Support 
Redmond in His Pilea for 
Aid to Island.

LONDON. Oct. 9. —This has been the most 
exciting week since the opening of the bud 
get fight. Momentous events are following 
each other with bewildering rapidity, but the 
fate of the budget after all remains just as 
uneertain as ever, though for a moment the 
chance of rejection seemed diminished. 

The king's intervention shows his great 
alarm lest the lords raise such a spirit of 
revolution as may imperil his throne, but ig 
is still doubtful whether even the king, 
Landsdowne, or Balfour oan resist the tide 
of feeling raised among the backwoodsemep 
In the house of lords. 

So much bluff has been displayed by the 
lords and Tories that retreat now seems al- 
most as ngerous as a rejection. 


Progressives May Force Election. 

In any case the Liberals Who Want @ ngnt 
on the house of lords Wil press hare tor an 
immediate general election, whatever tne 
house of lords does on the budget, and tnougn 
resistance may be stil/ offered by Asquitns and 
the more conservative ministers, tne ude

Tariff Reformers Continue Fight. 

The tariff reformers and the nquor trace 
still continue their gigantic pressure on tne 
lords, and these, in the end, may prevail over 
the king, over-the house of commons, over 
the responsible leaders, ana over tne aoly 
terror of the lords at ftacing tne cycione of 
popular rage which tne rejection O1 tne pud~- 
get will bring. 

One of the most curious resuits of the 
whole struggle and the startung turn of af- 
fairs i@ the rushing once more [lo tne tore 
front of the political stage Of tne irisn qu. i 
tion. 

The first cause of this sudden transtorma- 
tion of the scene and the ShITting of the im 
terest was the action of the house of lords 
im vivisecting the irish iand bill. Vem 
Englishmen were shocked by the spectacle— 
the serried ranks of the irish landioras mu- 
tilating, indeed killing, a measure made nec- 
essary by the blunders of Tory tnance and 
the urgent needs of the poorest parts of ire- 
land, hut the main factor in bringing ire 
land to the front was Hedmond’s manitesto 
announcing the irish mission to America. 


Liberal Leaders Uphold Redmond. 

All the Tory organs seize Redmond’s state 
ment that the veto of the house of lords is 
the only remaining obstacle to home rule 
and exploit it as an argument in favor of 
retaining the omnipotence of the house of 
lords. 

The Liberal speakers, in the meantime, 
take up Redmond’s position and applaud 
and reinforce it. Churchill went out of his 
way at @ public dinner given by the chancel- 
lor last night to proclaim the necessity of 
giving Ireland the same generous measure 
of self-government as the Tranevaal, and 
Birrell, while declaring his determination 
not to accept the house of lords’ mutilation 
of the land bill, also went out of his way to 
prociaim the necessity of leaving to Ireland 
the management of Irish affairs. 

All parties are agreed that when the gen- 
eral election comes the Irish party must wia, 
whoever "loses, disagreeing on everything 
else. 

My mission to America must be confined te 
two weeks, owing to the stress of events as 
nome. I hope to address a meeting in Chi- 
cage. 

Ireland Faces Hardest Test. 

Never has lreland, never bave the Irish 
representatives been placed in @ more difi- 
cult situation than during the months which 
have elapsed since the introduction of the 
budget. One of the many open sores of irish 
life is the feeling that the country ils over- 
taxed—a feeling which was brought to a cil- 
max some fifteen years ago when a powerful 
commission, composed mainly of Englishmes 
and appointed by a Conservative govern- 
ment, brought im a report that Ireland was 
paying $15,750,000 every year beyond her tax- 
able capacity and her fair proportion of the 
financial burdens of the empire. 

Some of this grievance has been removed by 
the $10,000,000 which has come to Ireland — 
through old age pensions, but the grievance 
still exists, and it will exist so long as the 
present system prevails. 

The denial of home ruleto Ireland involves 
among other consequences such gigantic ez- 
pendituré on judges, civil service officials, 
and, above ail,,on a police force which is an 
army of occupation and not a body of peace 
officers, as to make the overtaxation of ire 
land inevitable.

So long as there ‘s danger of women being sub- 
jected to the indignity of listening to such obscenities as were indulged in at two 
Chicago theaters last week there is reason for the establishment of a censorship. At 
the American music hall, for instance, an otherwise innocent and amusing entertain- 
ment was soiled by the impudent efforts of Miss Sophia Tucker, a buoyant chanteuse 
et unusual and not inexplicable popularity, who interspersed her harmless “ coon” 
gongs with ‘others appallingly suggestive, and made doubly so by the brazen fashion 
of their delivery. , i 

There was not much applause for them, a fact which makes it seem possible 
that their presence was due to thoughtlessness on the part of the management rather 
than a desire to profit from an exploitation of something immodest. At any rate, if 
there were a censor Miss Tucker's repertory would have been less: scariet and just 
ax amusing to those who are pleased with her style of performance. 

The lyric indiscretions of Mr. Ryley in “ The Queen of the Moulin Rouge” have 
heen condemned in nearly every report of that play to no avail. But the offense is 
less flagrant there because that entertainment frankly acknowledges itself as not 
for babes, and those who are annoyed at its occasional indecorum have only them- 
selves to blame. Psi

The eve that is on in “On the Eve” is the one that precedes the dawn of 
freedom in Russia; for this melodrama is Nihilistic, and it depicts the assassination of 
Teploff, the chief of St. Petersburg’s secret police. A prince and a girl almost as 
far up in aristocracy are active Nihilists. The author, Leopold Kampf, says that 
often such conspirators don’t know one another's identities, and he makes these two, 
Vassili and Anna, each unaware of the other’s social rank. They are introduced im” 
& secret printery of revolutionary tracts, where they pass from devotees“of thee 
perilous cause to equally ardent sweethearts. Anna at the outset rejects Vassili’s.

they are the only pure voice sounds we have 
free and open that are capable of great pro- 
longation. They are produced in the larynx, 
and derive their distinct form of sound from 
the position of the mouth, tongue, and lips 
while uttering them. 

Daily practice involving breath control and 
vowel enunciation is imperative to progress. 
The simple vowel a as heard in the words 
“ staff’’ and “arm,” known technically as 
the Italian a, is the most pleasing of all 
vowels and one that at once reveals tone qual- 
ities and defects. This vowel is sometimes 
called the ** father of vowels.”’ 

The position of the P ws, lips, tongue, and 
throat in the enunciation of the Italian a may 
be accepted as the singer’s standard of nor- 
mal position. Enunciation of the other 
vowels will vary the position of the organs 
but slightly. 

TO SOUND THE A. 

Drop the lower jaw naturally, opening the 
mouth wide enough to admit the thumb edge- 
wise between the teeth. Have the lips well 
open, the corners slightly drawn back, the 
edges of the teeth visible, preserving an oval 
shape to the lips. Drop the tongue, relaxed 
so that it rests quite freely in the nreuth, 
gently tonching the teeth all around. Ex- 
pand the throat as when yawning, making 
#pacious and roomy, the roots of the tongue 
well lowered to increase throat, freedom. 
Practice before a mirror until the exercise 
becomes easy and free from signs of stiffness. 

‘Before beginning to practice the vowels the 
pupil should understand their characters. 
The Italian a has been defined. The vowel u 
is the lowest or flattest in pitch; i, the sharp- 
est or highest; o, the second flattest or second 
lowest; e, the second sharpest or second high- 
est. The a is the middle vowel of the lot— 
that is, in pitch it is between oande. These 
relations should be committed to memory be- 
fore practice. 

To practice vowels whisper gently the 
vowels u, a, i, a, u—whispering Instead of 
singing at first so the student may observe 
that. the correct position of organs is pre- 
served. Next whisper the combination vowels 
u, 0, a, e, i. Nexti, e, a, 0, u, In each instance 
being careful that the mouth, lips, etc., are 
adjusted correctly for their expression of the 
different vowels. | 

After mastering throat, lips, and mouth 
formations as just directed, by whispering 
practice, the student may undertake audible 
expression. To produce the vowal a audibly 
attain and preserve the body, upper chest, 
and other postures directed and gradually 
emit the sound. .

I don’t 
know how it is, but when a girl is expected 
to play ingénues, and those roles are general- 
ly of young women of 18 or 20, and the one 
who pleye them is only about 14 or a5, she 
doesn't know much of what is expected, and 
I suppose I fell dowm in some of them from 
that reason, but I have managed to keep 
busy one way or another.

THE SUBDUED REBELLION. 
Any insurrection which the Illinois Re- 
publican congressmen may start may be 
depended on to be a model of discretion, 
likely to begin with a sigh and end in a 
whisper. ‘When rumors of unrest in the 


week it was generally understood that 
the rampaging congressmen would be 
preceded by careful and cautious persons 
bearing rolls of soft, velvet carpet tv 
spread in front of the militant ones. 
With this understanding the state sus- 
tained the shock of tie news that six 
congressional districts contained congress- 
men surging with insurgent ideas and 
ready to run full tilt against the strong- 
hold of standpatism in the national house 
of representatives. There will be no vio- 
lation of the proprieties. The placid de- 
corum of the Illinois delegation will not 
be broken by the rebellious six. They 
proved their discretion by insurging in- 
cognito. ‘The Llinois congressmen are 
amiable politicians, but not revolutionary. 
That even an anonymous revolt should 
have been started in whispers is sig- 
nificant. In this instance the congress- 
men are merely, although inadequately, 
phonographic. The voices of the six dis- 
tricts dre speaking feebly through the 


is not by choice that .the. representatives 
of Illinois in congress set themselves even 
cautiously against the established order 
of things. It is because of the uncom- 
fortable belief of the congressmen that 
were there a clean cut issue between the 
old order and the new in this state the 
voters would not hesitate in declaring for 
the new. 

Illinois has been made conspicuous Dy 
ite seeming acceptance of conditions 
against which there is effective opposition 
not only in Indiana, Wisconsin, lowa, an:] 
other western states but in New York, 
New Jersey, and Pennsylvania. This 
prominence is neither sought nor de- 
served. It has been secured for the sta‘e 
by the amiability of the Lllindis congress- 
men. The surreptitious insurrection is a 
painful confession on the part of the con- 
gressmen that their districts have other 
ideas. ' 


AWAY FROM THE CENTER. 

Sinai.temple is to follow its congrega- 
tion to the southward. The moving of 
the place of worship from Twenty-first 
and Indiana to Forty-sixth and Grand 
boulevard is another illustration of a 
familiar feature of Chicago’s territorial 
expansion, an often noticed feature, in 
fact, of the growth of every large city. 
Old prints of Chicago show church build- 
ings where the heart of things is now. 
The Sinai congregation once was housed 
in a building which stood on the block 
where the postoffice is. In the early sev- 
enties it moved to its present site, alter- 
ing and enlarging its temple at different 
times to meet demands upon it. Now 
another generation is planning to move 
again to a larger and better home three 
miles away. 

The movement southward is not pecul- 
iar. The churches of the north and west 
sides have experienced the same sort of 
changes in environment. As business has 
encroached upon the quiet residence sec- 
tions people have moved further out 
until, at times, few members of a congre- 
gation have remained in the immediate 
neighborhood of the place of worship. 
One of the “ first” churches still main- 
tains its sérvices in the midst of the 
city’s business, no steeple or other church- 
ly adornment, however, proclaiming the 
special mission. All the rest have gone. 
It is a sign of growth. But it also calls 
attention to the field for the organizations

MICHIGAN AVENUE. 

It is proposed that the east half of 
Michigan avenue from Jackson to Ran- 
dolph shall be boulevarded, the west half 
to be used for traffic purposes. That 
would be feasible if _ the avenue were 
widened, as it would be if the park board 
had control of it, It would be a step 
toward the direct connection of the north 
and south side parks. 

While this plan of divided use and con- 
trol is acceptable for the present it should 
not» be looked on as a permanent thing. 
So that there might be no danger of that 
it should be specifically provided that at 


} the end of a certain number of years the 


whole avenue between Wandolph and 
Jackson should be subject fo the jurisdic- 
tion of the south park board. Five years 
would be long enough for the dual owner- 
ship to last. . 
During that time traffic conditions 
would be so changed that the total - clos- 
ing of Michigan avenue south ef Ran- 
dolph to heavy teams would cause no 
congestion and werk no hardship. <A 
bridge at La Salle street would take care 
of much of the traffic which now crosses 
Rush street bridge and goes down, Mich- 
igan aventle. There should be no delay 
about ordering the construction of a yen- 
erally needed bridge. ‘Then, too, the 
gradual removal of the wholesale houses 
from the northeastern corner of the busi- 
ness district will lessen the volume of 
traffic originating there and thus aid in 
clearing the way for the exclusive use of 
Michigan avenue as a boulevard. 


_— 


» .THIS IS PROGRESS. 

The rippers up of new or comparatively 
new pavements have for years been a 
thorn in the flesh of the property owners 
who have paid for them.. The ordinances 
are explicit that when a pavement has 
been cut into for any purpose it shall be 
restored to its original condition. It is 
made the duty. of city employés to see 
that it is done. How that duty has been 
neglected is a matter of common notori- 
ety. Miles of paving have deen burried 
to premature destruction by the failure 
of public service corporations and of the 
city to live up to the ordinances. 

Now the board of local improvements, 
which has been revivified by an infusion 
of fresh blood, has taken the matter iu 
hand. It is to take special charge of all 
pavements where the contractor's five 
year guarantee has not run out. It will 
not consent to the issue of. any street 
opening permit by the department of 
public works until it shall have been noti- 
fied. When such permits are issued it 
will see to it through its inspectors that 
all the conditions of the permits are 
strictly complied with, and especially that 
the foundations cut through are made as 
good as new. It is through the failure to 
do that that pavements are continually 
being wrecked. 

Pavements which cost about $20,000,- 
000 are to .enjoy the protection of the 
board of local improvements. Its new 
policy, if faithfully followed, will save 
the property owners * millions through 
longer lived pavements. 


MUSICAL REFORM. 

One of the most significant events in the 
musical world of today is the sudden can- 
ceHation of & contract with an eminent 
European pianist who was booked for a 
season’s tour in the United States this 
winter.

In another column of the. newspaper 
which contains this item is an editorial in 
which mention is made of the “keen 
strife between the cultural and vocational 
ideals of education” and the deniand for 
the vocational in the secondary schools 
is put in opposition to the reaction to- 
ward the cultural in the colleges. Recent 
writings have made the desire for the 
improvement of the curriculum of the 
lower school more prominent than the 
contemporary revival of interest in the 
cultural on the part of the college. 

But this. college reaction is to meet 
strong opposition from those who believe 
that there should be a closer relationship 
between education and practical life, be- 
tween what is taught in the higher in- 
stitutions and the questions to be faced 
by the graduate when he “begins life.” 
Witness some of the new courses offered 
this year by prominent universities, Cor- 
nell announces one on “sanitary science 
and public health.” Wisconsin ‘one on 
“methods of -discovering and prosecuting 
crime, the functions of the police, prose- 
euting officers, and jury, the defects in 
the administration of criminal laws.”

It has lately become apparent, however, 
to the piano houses that they are nq get- 
ting their money back, that audiences 
have ceased caring about advertisements, 
and that their value has greatly depre- 
ciated. -The virtuoso gets a big sum from 
the manager and an equal if not bigger 
sum from the piano house, while the man- 
ufacturers get little or nothing. The 
outcome has been that two of the largest 
houses in the country have ceased import- 
ing virtuosos and will conduct their busi- 
ness in the regular commercial way and 
let the players take their chances. The 
large houses having adopted this plan, it 
is not unlikely the smaller ones will fol- 
low suit and ere long the advertising 
nuisance will be banished from concert 
rooms and audiences will no longer be 
deluded with the idea that an imstrument 
is a good instrument because a good play- 
er is playing upon it. 

It is to be regretted that this reform 
did not begin in 1892. It would have 
saved the Columbian exposition the loss 
of a grand and noble musical scheme and 
the resignation of a great conductor 
rather than to be forced to insult a great 
artist merely to promote advertising pur- 
poses. :

Sebastien Santerre was the grandson of

This 
stock broker was a man of the most cynically 
immoral character, and, while passionately 
devoted to his lovely daughter, he did not 
bring her up according to conventional ideas, 
and took no steps to have her mind kept from 
scenes and literature of a nature to con- 
taminate young girls. In fact, when she 
married Sebastien Santerre, she may be de- 
scribed as having been altogether ignorant of 
the laws of feminine delicacy and purity of 
mind. Her husband, instead of endeavoring 
to correct this, continued his life of a nian of 
pleasure, in the most extravagant sense of 
the word. The only change in his existence 
was that his wife was his companion in the 
early morning suppers of the boulevard res- 
taurants, and in all his freaks and wildnesses, 
instead of the queens of the half world. 

A marriage of this character was bound to 
come to grief, and in 1880 the suit which the 
two brought against one another for separa- 
tion—divorce had not then become law*came 
before the Paris tribunals. Some of the 
accusations were too unsavory to print here. 
But the one which undoubtedly attracted 
most attention was that which was subse- 
quently portrayed by Alphonse Daudet in his 
novel entitled “The Kings in Exile.”

The adventure had occurred at a moment 
when the first legal steps towards the sep- 
aration: already had been inatituted, and 
when Mme. Santerre was under the surveil- 
lance, both of her husband and of the court, 
which had assigned to hér as a temporary 
vesidence the convent of the Augustine nuns, 
in the Rue QOudinot. Mme. Santerre was 
traced from the convent to the Caféd’Orsay. 
Appreciating that her visit to this noted res- 
taurant was for the purpose of a rendezvous 
with one of her admirers, the private detec- 
tives at once warned the husband, who in 
turn notified the commissary of police, with 
& view of obtaining official record of her mis- 
conduct, and also of arresting his wife and 
her tompanion. For in France, as in many 
other continental countries of Europe, mari- 
tal misconduct is punishable with imprison- 
ment. 

When Sebastien Santerre reached the res- 
taurant with the commissary of police, and 
demanded to be admitted to that portion of 
the establishment where the rooms for pri- 
vate dinners and suppers were situated, the 
proprietor placed all sogts of obstacles in 
their way, which had the effect of delaying 
them, and leading them astray, until the 
woman could escape. Flight, however, was 
rendered difficult by the fact that all the en- 
trances to the establishment were guarded 
by the police. The proprietor attempted in 
vain to pass Mme. Santerre out through 4 
skylight, but her proportions were of too 
heroic a character to enable her to slip 
through the narrow aperture. At length 
the cook, Baptiste Harmand. appeared on 
the scene, and suggested that the lady should 
disguise herself as one of his assistants. The 
proposition immediately found favor in the 
eyes,of all concerned. She was dressed up in 
the white cap, apron, coat, and trousers of a 
Marmiton/ and thus arrayed, with a big tray 
of cakes on her head; Mme. Santerre passed 
out of the doors of the establishment, under 
the eyes of the. police, without attracting | 
their attention. When Sebastien Santerre 
and the commissary of police finally made 
their way to the room where the dinner had

On the following day the prince handed to 
Baptiste a check for 40,000 francs.

For he threw up 
his position and started an establishment of 
his own, which did not prove a success, and 
in a short time he was utterly beggared, and 
finally committed suicide in the Batignolles.

This Café d'Orsay episode, which occurred 
on the evening of March 6, 1878, has fur- 
nished a theme not alone for Alphonge Dau- 
det but for scores of other novelists and 
playwrights. 

According, to many In a position to know, 
the real hero of the occasion was not the 
prince of Orange, but the then heir apparent 
of a much more important throne; and some 
add that if the prince of Orange was found in 
the upper room, it was because he had come 
to the rescue of the other heir apparent, who 
was a married man, whereas he himself was 
a particularly gay bachelor, and relatively 
indifferent to public scandal. There is much 
in support of this assumption. For the 
prince of Orange was not sufficiently well off 
im those days to be able to bestow a gratuity 
of 40,000 francs upon a oook. Nor probably 
woujd he have thought it worth while, 
whereas the escape from incrimination, and 
from citation as a co-respondent in a sensa- 
tional matrimonial lawsuit was worth much 
more to the other heir apparent alluded to, 
to whom the amount was a relative trifle. 

The suit was decided in favor of Sebastien 
Santerre, not, however, without his being 
severely taken to task for his conception of 
the duties of a husband, and of a father of a 
family. The principal guardianship of the 
children was awarded to him, but by order of 
the court they were to spend a certain period 
of each year with their mother. 

It is hardly necessary to say that the couple 
were never reconciled, and while Sebastien 
Santerre died at Fontainebleau, his wife, 
whom he declined to divorce, contenting him- 
self with a separation, is now spending the 
fall at her chateau, near Pierrefonds. 

Sebastien, after his separation, endeavored 
to turn over, after a fashion; a new leaf, and 
during the last twenty years devoted himself 
to cruising on board his steam yacht, Tor- 
toise, giving large sums of money to scientific 
and philanthropic institutions; while it has 
been said that he hag left a large legacy to 
the Institute of France. His home in Paris 
was one of the large mansions recently con- 
structed on the Quai d’Orsay, just opposite 
the garden of the Tuileries. ».

Most of the readers are aware that inorder 
to go to court in England It is necessary for 
men, a8 well as women, to don court dress, 
while those men who are entitled by reason 
of their office to some uniform are com- 
pelled to wear the latter.

Such a judge and judgment was to be longed 
‘for, rather than to be feared. - 

That may have been a benighted age, but 
it knew a freedom, spontaneity, and rejoic- 
ing in its religion that we have lost. They 
may have worshiped only a local deity, the 
god of the Hebrews; but we have made for 


our notions and restrictions, and him we call 
the god ofthe universe. , 

All our thinking and speaking of a god 
must be in terms of parables and figures of 
speech; such a being must transcend our 
vocabularies. Our definitions signify not 
what such a one is, but what our lines of 
approach and apprehension are. The im- 
portance of our conception lies in its results 
on us, in our living and attitude to life. 

We may no longer believe in a delty of 
the Hebrew type, localized and dealing 
directly with men, but still all men who look 
below the surface believe in a life in which 
all lives are gathered up, a moral center and 
spiritual energy to the universe, and the 
matter of just how we think of this life Is 
of no little concern to us all. 

Does the universe in its higher significantes 
turn te us a face of blessing or of terror? 
Is that law which reigns through al! our 
friend or fee? Is the will that eternally ex- 
presses itself with us or against us? Shall 
we think of our god—the Life that explains 
all living—in terms of larger life or less, 
with fear or with glad confidence? 

If that life in which we live and love and 
have our being is less than our own, then 
our own lives are bound to shrink, to become 
less under the narrowing pressure of that 
ideal. What we are is determined in no smal 
measure by what we think the highest is; we 
never go beyond our own highest. 

What is the traditional god of the aVerage 
man but a being possessed of unlimited 
powers, engaged in the sole business of re- 
striction, vengeance, and ruling with fin- 
nicky exactitude our lives, waiting fer the 
moment when, after death, he can call us 
to account for our failures to do his will? 
That makes life either a serf's subjection to 
guch an oppressor or an exciting game of 
getting the best of such a lord. 

How blind we must be to the many glimpses 
of the great face ever to have allowed the 
spiritually astigmatic ecclesiastical leaders 
to substitute such a bogey for the reality of 
the divine! Why should we hear the voice 
of the Infinite only in the thunder and not 
when it speaks in the song of bird, the 
billows of the sea, and the forest, and the 
beauty of the blossoms on the weeds, and 
the glory of the face of a child? 

The whole world calls to man to rejoice. 
The fields manifest joy and gladness: no 
man can open his heart in the out of doors 
and stay disconsolate. The artificiality of the 
man-made monarchial deity disappears from 
the mind amidst the glory of the autumes 
woods or the glow of springtide flowers. 
Only in our crowded streets, where man’s 
work prevails, does life seem to prepon- 
derate in misery and pain. 

True life has its sorrows, just as the sky 
would be a pall without clouds and showers. 
But if you. can set your heart free to faith 
in the infinite goodness, even the deepest 
sorrows have their comfort; they lead to 
deeper joys, to larger life, to a more splendid 
faith. 

Unless our god means to us goodness, life 
can never be good; unless religion means a 
happy freedom for larger living, life can 
never grow; unless it means a vision that in- 
spires with hope for tne future, and gives 
confidence of the werthwhileness of present 
day endeavor, it can save neither us nor our 


age.

In countries where people have a voice in 
the government the legislature is always 
divided up into a series of rival camps, and 
the aabinet is usually recruited from the one 
that can command the largest number of 
supporters in the lower chamber. The sov- 
ereign is required by the spirit, and in some 
instances by the letter of the constitution, to 
refrain from displaying preference for any 
particular political party, beyond codper- 
ating with the one that happens to be in 
office. ~ 

But occasions sometimes arise where the 
cabinet endeavors to take advantage of its 
majority in the lower house of the national 
legislature to enact measures that are Op- 
posed as unjust, and even as unconstitutional, 
by the minority, and which are altogether 
rejected by the upper house. A deadlock en- 
sues, and the nation thereupon looks to the 
sgvereign to find some sohition of the prob- 
lem and terminate the crisis. 

_o- 

It then becomes the monarch’s duty to pro- 
tect the minority from undue oppression by 
the majority; not so much by championing 
their Cause, as by persuading the party in 
office to modify their projects in such a fash- 
ion as to refrain from the appearance of un- 
due’ oppression. For a king is supposed to 
have the interests of all his subjects equally 
at heart—not alone those of any political 
party, even if it be in office—and in last re- 
sort it is to him that the minority looks for 
protection against tyranny on the part of the 
majority. 

Such a crisis has now arisen in England, 
where the Liberals, now in control of the gov- 
ernment, are taking advantage of their 
numerical superiority in the house of com- 
mons to endéavor to secure the inauguration 
of an altogether new fiscal system. At the 
time of the last general election, near five 
years ago, the people were kept in the dark 
as to the intentions of the Liberal leaders 
with regard to the revolutionary program of 
taxation. , 

It was only after the Liberals had defeated 
at the polis:the Unionists, until then in power, 
and had firmly established themselves in 
office, a couple of years later, that they first 
propounded the fiscal measures to which the 
Asquith administration is now committed. 
The people at large, therefore, have never 
yet had an opportunity of giving expression 
to their views on the subject of the bills 
devised by the Welsh-born chancellor of the 
exchequer, Lloyd-George, and were the bills 


(which rob property owners of their posses- 
sions by means of taxation so onerous as to 
render them untenable) to become law with- 
out further ado, it would prove a dangerous

This subjection of some by oth- 
ers—of the majority by the minority—was 980 
general to all nations and had existed so long 
that all men, both those in power over the 
many and those who submitted to them, con- 
sidered such an arrangement of life inevitable, 
natural, and the only one possible for social 
human existence. The rulers considered that, 
being ordained by God himself to have power 
P over a ye they ought to try to use their 
power in the best way to 

ful, and happy life for their subjects. ete P aa Sse 
In all the religious teachings of the ancient world—in Brahmanism. 
Buddhism, Taoism, and Confucianism, as well as-in the teachings of 
the Greek and Roman sages, alongside of the confirmation of the power 
of those who rule by force—another teaching was always expressed in 
various ways: the teaching that mutual love is the best means of 
uniting men, since it gives them the greatest blessedness. That thought 
has been variously expressed, and with various degrees of clearness, in 
the different eastern teachings; but 1,900 years ago it was expressed 
with striking clearness and definiteness in Christianity. Christianity 
showed men not merely that love is a means of human intercourse 
which gives happiness but also that love is the highest law of life, and 


that, therefore, the law of love is incompatible with the former order of 
things founded on violence. . 


The chief significance of Christianity and its distinction from all 


former teachings that preached love lay in the fact that, having pro- 
claimed the law of love to be the highest law of life and one admitting 
of no exceptions, but always obligatory, it indicated those customary 
divergences from the law of love which, together with an acknowledg- 
ment of the beneficence of love, had been tolerated in the old order of 
life, founded on the power (supported by violence) of the rulers. Under 
the old order of life violence, including killing in self-defense or in de- 
fense or one’s neighbors or of one’s country or in punishment of crime, 
etc., Was a necessary condition of social life. 

But Christianity, making love the highest law of life, regarding all 
men as equal, preaching the forgiveness of every offense, injury, or 
deed of violence and the return of good for evil, could never in any case 
allow the violence of one man.to another, which always has death 
itself as a last resource. . 

Such was and is the chief significance of Christianity. But those 
who accepted Christianity, having for ages lived under a complex gov- 
ernmenta! system resting on force, when they adopted Christianity, not 
understanding its full import, or partly understanding but trying to 
hide it from themselves and others, accepted only as much of Chris- 
tianity as was not contrary to their established way of life; and church 
teaching that grew up on original Christianity, having united the 
teaching of Christ with the ancient Hebrew teaching, hid the essence 
of Christianity so skillfully under dogmas and injunctions quite foreign 
to it that violence, evidently incompatible with true Christianity, began

to be looked upon both by the rulers and by. the ruled not only as not 
foreign to the Christian law of love but as quite lawful and accordant 
with it | 

Men lived, submitting to violence and committing it, and yet pro- 
fessed the teaching-of love, which clearly rejected violence. That inner 
contradiction was always present in the Christian world and became 
more and more evident as men became more and more developed men- 
tally. In the other, larger, non-Christian half of the human race, in 
Egypt, India, and China (I do not speak of the Mohammedan world, 
which lived according to a teaching that grew out of Christianity), in 
Brahmanism, Buddhism, Confucianism, and Taoism, where the law of 
love was also proclaimed to men living according to the law of violence, 
the contradictions between the two incompatible theories was not se 
sharp or so strong as in Christianity. But though in the religious 
teachings of the east, India gnd China, the incompatibility of the law 
of love with the law of violence was not so plainly pointed out as in 
Christianity, that\inner contradiction has done and is doing its work in 
the non-Christian world also, making more and more clear to men tha 
necessity of changing the old, outlived principle of violence for the law 
of love, which from various sides is entering men’s consciousness. 

Acknowledgment of the law of love, that was to supplant violence, 
penetrated human consciousness more and more, yet life continued on 
its old bases, ' 

So things went on for centuries. But the time came when in spite 
of all the efforts of the rulers and their helpers the truth that the law 
of love is the highest law of human life, and that therefore violence, 
incompatible with love, cannot be the highest law of life—a truth so

HETHER religion was born from the sleeping 
savage, from the animism of the lower races, 
or from the unfolding law of evolation matters 
little to the solid thinker.

ERTAIN chemica! combinations of two sub- 
stances produce a third. Hydrogen and oxygen 
joined together bring forth water. A certain 
meta! brought into contact with a certain acid 
generates électricity. 3 

These are physical laws that no one thinks 
of disputing. There is no chance or hit and 
niiss or probability about them. Also, that two 
and three should make any other thing than 
five, is unthinkable. 

The cosmic spiritual laws are just as accu- 
rate as the physical laws. That sin brings sor- 
row is every whit as inevitable as that starch 
in digestion brings sugar. 

Now, there is a certain. spiritual! 
ealled graft: It is a by-product of the social law works.

in Germany, or from Oxford and Cambridge, coming into relations 
with a higher science of thought and philosophy, return to India re- 
lieved of that cumbersome burden that the resurrected are doomed 
to return to babyhood through repeated rebirths into the flesh, in order 
te reach heaven. 

At best reincarmation is but a quaint oriental speculation. Think 
of it—reincarnated again and again to battle with enticing temptations 
and vicious environments, with the possibility—aye, the probability— 
of sinking deeper into sin upon each bodily replanting. And then a 
plurality of unremembered past lives, however numerous, with their 
experiences, could not serve as preventives of further wrongs, nor 
could they be incentives to virtue. Shri Sumangala of Columbo, Ceylun, 
informed us that Gautama Buddha passed through 48,000 rebirths 
before attaining the exaltation of Nirvana. 

No array of great names is the equivalent of demonstration, and 
it is deplorable that a class of wordy writers persist in using the 
words reincarnation and preéxistence interchangeably. 
synonyms. Exaggerations weaken instead of strengthen arguments. 
Pythagoras, Virgil, Ovid, Lessing, Taggart, Wordsworth, Browning, 
and two-thirds of the other great names often mentioned as bolstering 
bulwarks in support of reincarnation did not believe in it, as a series 
of returning rebirths or ego-rotations. They did believe, however, ir 
the soul’s preéxistence and descent into mortality, a well grounded and, 
by the way, a rational belief. 


We are spirits now; enshrined, imprisoned in physical forms. And 


They are not’ 


each conscious spirit, the inmost ego, the Atman of the Sanskrit scholar 
doubtless, did pre#xist as a semi-detached portion of the infinite spirit, 
God., And in consonance with the divine will it incarnated for clearer 
individualization and manifestation into the material with its mulfi- 
realizations. This is utterly different from being thrust onto the rebirth 
wheel of a merciless Karmic fate, returning and rereturning fleshward; 
and all this, too, with better opportunities hereafter, with heavenly 
teachers and stellar realms to explore in those unseen and immeasurable 
immensities. 

“ Special creation,” outlined in the Babylonian tablets and partially 
systematized in the book of Genesis, is now a back chapter in the 
minds of advanced Christendom. Evolution has been substituted by 
scientists for the word creation. But evolution implies a preceding in- 
volution. This admits of-no doubt; neither does the philosophy of 
heredity, which rationally accounts for all inequalities and diverse 
human characteristics. There is not a “ genius” .born which prenatal! 
influenees, impinging environments, and impressions from invisible 
sources will not reasonably account for, without resorting to the specu- 
lation of reincarnation. 

The literature of this reincarnation cult abounds in the ‘epeated, 
the stereotyped phrase, “the inequalities of life,” which ini qualities, 
considered from the viewpoint of the whole, are among the choicest 
blessings. The reverse of inequality is sameness or deadly monotony. 
A forest of trees the same in kind, shape, and height would induce 
a distressing mania. If all births were equal, if there were no ignorance 


avoidably. Given a legislature that enacts Puritan laws, and a city 
where prevails a wide open sentiment; and graft grows there as nat- 
urally as toadstools by a rotten stump. 

The Anglo-Saxon is a queer bird. Taine tells us that our fore- 
fathers, when they first emerged into history, great white bodied, 
blue eyed, red headed savages, had two characteristics; first, they 
were highly religious, and, second, they were desperate drunkards. 

These traits persist. People of English stock take their religion 
extravagantly and their pleasures brutally. Our religious traits are 
manifest in Wesleyan revivals, Salvation army campaigns, Moodys, 
Eddys, and “ Billy’”’ Sundays. We cannot go along being mildly pious 
and pleasantly “ cursed” at the same time, as do French and Spanish 
folk. 

The minute you cross the English channel from France you notice 
a difference. In Paris people sip their alcoholic poisons genteelly; 
in London they guip them down. In Paris a drinking place is decent, 
and mildly “ woozy”’ men and women bask at the little tables on the 
sidewalks. In London the grog shops are vile, smelly, sawdust strewn, 
and full ef bottle eyed, bleary loafers. 


So we run our contradictory natures into our laws. In Spring-

field the able farmers meet in legislature and-decree stiff, Puritan taws. 
That is where our moral self comes out. And in the large cities we 
clect “ wide open” councils and mayors who are to see that these 
laws are evaded. That is where our other self appears. 

We could not possibly be consistent. It isn’t in the blood. We 
would never, no never, consent that our legislature should recognize 
drunkenness, gambling. and prostitution, and, instead of prohibiting, 
should acknowledge and regulate them. That would never do in Amer- 
ica. Our moral leaders would have a continuous fit from Chicago 
to Cairo. 

They do that sort of thing in Germany and in France. And their 
cities have practically no graft and are not controlled by a criminal 
coterie. ~ 

And, on the other hand, we could not elect a city administra- 
tion in Chicago that would simply and honestly enforce the laws made 
at Springfield. That is also impossible. Public sentiment never has 
sustained and would not now sustain such officers. No, we will go on 
doing the two unmixable things: we will make Puritan laws and elect 
Cavalier mayors. 

And the sure result every time is graft.

Final Solution of the Social Problem Awaits Only Man’s Understanding of Issues Involved. 


HERE are few among us who have 
not some acquaintance “with the so- 
cial question. But there are not so 
many who have tried to gain some 
clear idea of what it is all about. 

To many it is something to shudder at. 
Visions of guillotine and rivers of blood 
as moneyless hands grasp the possessions 
so laboriously earned and so carefully 
hoarded by others—that is what many once 
tinderstood by the social question. 

But that panicky and childish under- 
stand!ng of the matter is now limited to the 
@emagogue of lowest rank. It may, in- 
deed, be true that here and there social 
conflicts in the present may lead to violent 
and bloody catastrophes as in the past. 
But that does not reach the kernel of the 
problem; that depends entirely upon the 
mental and moral average of the opposing 
forces in the conflict; that has to do with 
the military tactics, so to speak, not with 
the cause or object about which the war is 
waged. 

Therefore, others explain the social ques- 
tion as the labor question, one party hold- 
ing that all human life should be regulated 
according to the economic views of the 
laborer; another, that better, worthier, hu- 
maner conditions of existence should be 
provided for the laborer; still another, that 


all the laborer wants is to get more and 


work less—that all the labor ** kick ” shows 
is that the masses are at once greedy and 
lazy.

“Efelen Mathers is right In saying that 
there is a serious decline in the novel mar- 
ket,’ said Mr. Nash. “ But I do not agree 
that it is entirely due to the cheap novel; 
there are other and more remote causes 
than that. We are experiencing the inev- 
itable reaction that follows every ‘ boom.’ 
In the old days authors were undoubtedly 
greatly underpaid. Then they began to 
find themselves and their market value— 
and more. New publishers, anxious to get 
business, were ready to give generous 
terms; authors, themselves, remembering 
past grinding down, had a human éesire to 
get a bit of their own back; literary agents 
came into existence, and to the authors’ 
assistance, and, what with one thing and 
another, prices were forced up far beyond 
their proper level. The absurdly inflated 
prices that have been paid in the past are 
ene of the chief causes of the present

ent-day literary agent, has had much to do 
with reducing authors’ profits by a foolish 
of bleeding publishers for all they 
The early agents were reason- 
abie. men.

Absure prices have been 
paid to authors for cheap books, and, 
naturally, these prices hive had to come 
down with a run. Then, again, with the 
cheap novel there is the influence of grow- 
ing competition. A publisher must sell 50,- 
000 copies of a cheap book to make a profit. 
That was possible enough at first, when 
there was little or no competition, but now, 
when the market is flooded with cheap nov- 
els, there are not 50,000 readers for all of 
them, or anything like all of that. I am 
not prejadiced against the cheap novel; I 
am often guilty of buying it myself, be- 
cause for a few cents you get a book worth 
keeping. Nevertheless, in my opinion, the 
cheap novel will end by committing suicide.

“ Personally, I think that the higher 
priced novel will live, as the best edition 
for the libraries amd the library subscriber. 
But for the bookshop trade, on which I 
can claim to speak with some authority, I 
beliéve that the medium priced novel is the 
novel of the future. Anyway, my experi- 
ment in publishing William Le Queux’s 
novel, ‘ The House of Whispers,’ et 50 cents 
has been immensely successful—the book- 
sellers’ returns being more than satisfac- 
tory. As to the future in general, the out- 
look from the author’s point of view is no 
doubt rather gloomy—he has heavy over~ 
drafts to make gocd—but I believe things 
will right themselves, provided that au- 
thors and literary agefiis recognize that 
even a publisher must live.”’

greatest interest in the social problem, not 
the mass of proletariat who live their stupid 
lives a day at a time or dream of the might 
of miracle and Messiah to turn the world 
upside down. 

Inasmuch as it Is man that Is the center 
of the social question, that question is the 
focus in which all the single questions of 
our day, call them what we may, are uni- 
fied. Just because the question is so great, 
so all-inclusive, it gathers up everything 
else, born of the creative life of our period. 

The science of the last century, from 
natural science to mental science, did not 
stop till it landed here. And even art, be- 
cause the artist had a warm heart stirred 
by the great questions of our modern life, 
left the sacred ideals of beauty in the lurch 
and turned to the bread and butter realism. 
Nothing can chain the attention of man to- 
day which does not bear upon the torture 
of this problem—the contradiction—manifest 
in our social problem—namely: free man, 
the individual, is bound in all the fibers of 
his being to.the eternal law of humanity 
and yet cannot find his right attitude to that 
law; man who sings his proud triumphant 
song of victory over the stubborn forces of 
nature yet impotently confronts the forces 
of his own human life that mistreat him 
more grievously than all the destructive 
agencies of nature itself. 


= 

Now. if this question is the heritage 
which the nineteenth century received from 
the history of its predecessors, then, too, it 
is God, who has propounded it to our gen- 
eration, who brings it home to each andall 
of us; and then, too, it is guilt, it is sin 
against the Holy Spirit, to stop our’ears to 
this question, to disregard the clearest 
signs of the times 

Even our churches divide on this question. 
One has its faith for its own private con- 
sumption; therewith they pay the premium 
to insure their own, little selves against 
the misfortunes of life, of death also, it may 
be. Another would mount above them- 
selves by their faith, by faith would they 
open their hearts to evgry truth, consecrate 
themselves to every task, which seems to 
them to be right and good, necessary and 
therefore divine. The former kind of faith, 
no matter how pretentious and aristocratic 
it may be, is godless; the latter, even if it 
does not understand itself yet, as perhaps 
{t does not, fs the more religious because 
God's eternal life is thereby present and 
operative in man. 

> 

Or shall we deny that God asks questions? 
Do we think that questions are our affair, 
and that it is God's affair to answer our 
questions? On the contrary, no question 
asked by man alone receives an answer 
from God. Such questions would be ques- 
tions of folly, of emartness, of idle curiosi- 
ty, not the serious questions of conscience, 
of truth, and righteousness. It is by the 
questions which God awakens in the human 


/ 
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heart that H® educates man anf prepares 
him for the answers which he has ready 
for man in the womb of time. 

Hence, with reference to man's impulses 
to freedom, God himself has raised the great 
question, since he shows us how this itm- 
pulse in numberless beings only aggravates 
the misery of their existence; and with 
reference to the socia! impulse has he raised 


the same question, when human nature, ..: 


still unconscious of the right way, is there- 
by betrayed into self-contradiction, until, 
from the two questions the great question 
of our day has arisen, so violent in every 
land, so menacing in every heart and home, 
that the uproar is enough to awaken the 
dead. 

But when men have once truly under- 
stood what this question is about, God’s an- 
swer will be ready. God will solve the so- 
cial question, as he alone has asked it. He 
will solve it with us and by us and for us. 
when we understand the signs of the times 
and are obedient to his will. He will solve 
it without us and against us, if we selfishly 
and stubbornly go our own way, and think 
that we can resist his will.

When? How? Of that no man knows, 
Only one thing is antecedently certain—in 
God's solution of the social question nothing 
can be lost of what he has himself given of 
his own life to humanity as it has ever gone 
on its weary and pathetic pilgrimage inte 
the untrodden years. po 

But why should we be fearful and faith- 
less? Cah men hinder or ruin or even make 
a botch of the work of the eternal? They can 
only harm themselves. But he can make 
the wrath of man praise him. The ignorance 
and malice of men are only the withered 
leaves whose decay suppliles new forces of 
resurrection and life. There is much of the 


-odor of the decay around us today, and 


much which is praised with loud acclaim 
as glorious has the death mark on its fore- 
head. Hence many an honest and brave 
heart asks: What will be the outcome of 
it all? 

Many who once thought that they had 
been called to be prophets sit low-epirit<-< 
by the wayside and are resentful because 
they ne longer fina themselves at home in 
our time with its strange appedfrance. So 
long as we do not see the life of God in this 
great problem of our day, our time will 


seem more confused and contradictory -_ 


than any other which humanity has ever 
known. ess Vic tar 
It is ours to be grateful that we live in a 
day when the greatest question which man. 
can know is being slowly solved. A great 
problem makes time great.

St. Paul’s church occupied for a period 
‘the structure owned by the American Re- 
formed church at the corner of Washington 
boulevard and Ann street. The Third Pres- 
byterian church, on the corner of Washington 
boulevard and Carpenter street, was pur- 
chased by the congregation and used until 
ther summer of 1883. This property was sold 
and the church row occupied by the parish on 
the corner of Adadms street and Winchester 
avenue was built. 

The services in St. Paul’s church today 
“are, the first since it was closed for repairs 
several weeks ago, and since that time the 
regular services have been conducted in the 
chapel, The exercises today in commemo- 
ration of the church's twenty-third anni- 
versary will be:held in the much beautified 
eid renovated auditorium, where many 
crowds of people have gathered to hear this 
faithful man of service, who will be assisted 
by the Rev. Mr. Joyce.

Bomb for Tradesmen. 


Somewhat of a bomb was thrown in the 
ranks of the tradesmen last week when it 
was announced that a truce had been de- 
clared between the Association of Licensed 
Automobile Manufacturers, which controls 
the Selden patent, and several of the promi- 
nent manufacturers who have been on the 
other side of the fence and strong supporters 
of the rival organization, the American Mo- 
tor Car Manufacturers’ association. Under 
this truce the manufacturers of the Maxwell, 
Premier, Stoddard-Dayton, Reo, Jackson, 
Mitchell, and Regal have been admitted to 
membership in the A; L. A. M., while another 
adherent of the A. M. C. M. A. gets tn by 
virtue of having bought the plant of a con- 
cern that already was a member. This is 
the Overland, which now owns the Pope- 
Toledo plant. 

Under the terms of the treaty the recruits 
are to pay a back royalty that will amount 
te a couple of million dollars, the agreement 
calling for eight-tenths of 1 per cent on the 
list price of every machine sold since 1903. 
This treaty follows the recent decision of 
Judge Heugh, who ruled that the Selden 
patent, which pertains to the clutch, the con- 
trolling mechanism between the engine and 
the driving wheels, was valid. This decision, 
however, is not final, there still remaining a 
chance for appeal! on the part of Henry Ford, 
maker of the Ford, who has refused to follow 
his colleagues of the A. M. C. M. A. into the 
A. L. A. M. fold, and who proposes to fight 
to the last ditch. 

It is stated that one of the reasons for this 
change of heart on the part of these leading 
‘independents ’’ was brought about by the 
fear of an overproduction of automobiles in 
the near future, there being so many new 
concerns springing up on al! sides. With so 
many of the prominent makers enrolled 
under one banner and recognizing the Selden 
patent, it is claimed that this would prevent 
so many invading the manufacturing field. 
This new angle will not cause any change 
in show plans at New York, and there will 
be two exhibitions there this winter. The 
demand for space is so great that one build- 
ing could not accomodate every one>so both 
Madison Square garden and Grand Central 
palace will be used. 

Clean Bill for Pierce Arrow. 
Findings of interest were rendered at the 
meeting of the contest board of the A. A. A. 
in New York City last week, the most prém- 
inent of which was the withdrawing of the 
protests lodged against the awarding of the 
Yidden and Hower trophies to the Pierce 
Arrow which were made by the Premier and 
Moline pebdple, which gives a clean bill of 
health to the Pierce and maintains unbroken 
its string of successes in the annual A. A. A. 
tour.

FORCED TO BREAK RECORD. 


Shatters Mark Made Last Year by Over 


Twenty-four Miuutes, 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 9.—[Special. }— 
Averaging nearly fifty miles an hour over an 
eight mile circuit which is remarkable for 
the number of turns it contains, George Rob- 
ertson, driving a‘ninety horse power Sim- 
plex, won the second annual 200 mile Fair- 
mount park road race promoted by the Quaker 
City Motor club in conjunction with the city 
government and which was witnessed by 
250,000 people. 

It was Robertson's second victory in thie 
classic, having won last year, when he drove 
a Locomobdile.

He cut 
more than twenty“four minutes off the course 
record, which he was forced to do in order to 
win, for chasing him was the pick of motor~- 
dom, the finest field of cars that has been 
gotten together this year in an American 
road race. Every one of the five cars per- 
mitted. to finish got inside the old record. 

Second to Robertson and only about five 
minutes behind him came Bert Dingley of 
California in a forty horse power Chalmers 
Detroit. Robertson had made the double cen- 
tury in 8:38:58%, and Dingley’s time was 
3:44:20. |

For once in their Hves. at least, in that 
part of their lives since their futile strug- 
gle to beat out Boston in 1904, the White Sox 
were never in the hunt.

"TWAS MEMORABLE SCRAP. 


Fierceness of Contests Makes 
Struggle Vivid in Minds of 
Spectators Now. 


{The heretofore unwritten story of the curtain 
raiser to the world’s championship games, when 
Cincinnati and Chicago divided honors in a brief 
series in 1882, the first year of dua! major leagues.)

In every baseball history accepted asa text 
book in the College of Dope, diamond his- 
torians refer to,the present world’s cham- 
pionship clash as the thirteenth of the series 
since the advent of dual major leagues. 
Usually history behaves beautifully, but in 
this case the Ridpaths, Froudes, and Ban- 
crofts.of,. baseball have fouled out. 

In all current guides, the date of the first 
meeting between champion topnotchers is 
given 1884. In that year the Providence 
club—the National league champs—cleaned 
up the Metropolitans and laid them away in 
balldom’s morgue with three wreaths of im- 
mortelles 6n their browse. The American 
champions failed to puncture the Rhode Is- 
landers in a single game. 

Just why all of baseball's historians have 
overlooked the struggle in Cincinnati when 
the champions of the infant American asso- 
ciation clashed with A.'C. Anson’s Chicago 
White Stockings and enjoyed an even break 
is a mystery. The fact that this has been 
done makes the post-championship games of 
1882 take on the importance of sport news— 
as interesting to the fans of today as the 
discovery of some old MS. dug up-in an

Memory Pleasant One. 

nnati’s old guard revels today in the 
fe mt of that drawn battle—the first time 
the American association held its own with 
the National league—a feat that was re- 
peated when Chicago ‘and St. Louis equally 
divided six games and played one draw in 
the year 1887. The National league wasnt 
known ag the ancient and honorable back 
in *82. 

The welcome they gave the American as- 
sociation was just about as cheerful as the 
message which Lieut. Peary sent to the 
world when he heard Dr. Cook’s story of 
the conquest of the pole. The National 
league imagined that it had the major field 
“nailed” and when, at the close of the 
season of '82, the Cincinnati Reds—who had 
pagged the flag in the association—sent a

Holds Cincinnati Cheaply. 

Chicago looked on Cincinnati's team as & 
collection of pygmies, and expected their 
annihilation at the hands of Anson's cham- 
pions. Just as the three games of the Provi- 
dence-Metropolitan series were played at the 
same park—the old Polo grounds—in ike 
manner Cincinnati usurped the pair waich, 
while they might not be dignified with the 
title of a world’s championship series, de- 
serve to be given rank as the earliest curtain 
raiser to the magnificent struggles wiich 
now interest millions of American enthusi- 
asts and send their echoes around the world. 

Those all but forgotten games of '82—the’ 
forerunner of the present heroic battles ve- 
tween the National and American chara- 
pions—were not attended by extraordinary 
preparation. The feeling between ihe Na- 
tional ahd American association was so bad- 
ly strained that because the Reds met fhe 
Chicagos in this abbreviated series a num. 
ber of Cincinnati- conspirators tried to get 
the American association to expel the axist- 
ing club ‘and turn the franchise over to them

PROSPEROUS YEAR 


‘Clubs Have Neighborhood 
Following Stanch as That 
of the Majors. 


Men Hold Permanent Positions 
Besides Playing Baseball at 
Week’s End. 


BY HARVEY T. WOODRUFF. 

Chicago's semi-pro baseball clubs, catering 
to a rapidly increasing patronage, enjoyed 
marked prosperity during the season of lyuv 
with the standard of play higher om tne aver- 
age than in previous years, and with the 
government of the sport, in the newly 
formed Chicago league and the Park Uwners’ 
association on a more substantial basis than 
ever before, 

These clubs, located in various parts of the 
city, have developed a neighborhood follow- 


ing America’s baseball. 


ing which is just as loyal in its gliegiance 
when itg club plays a rival from some otner 
section of the, city as are partisane of Cubs 
and Sox in¢he civil war which began Fri- 
day. 

Playing Saturday and”Sunday bali, semi- 
pro clubs draw largely from that class of 
people who prefer a game nearer home to tne 
possible discomforts of a long street car ride 
and the big crowds incidemt to major league 
contests when stromg attractions oppose the 
local clubs. : 

As a feeder for the big leagues botn in 
the development of piayers and fans there 
is room in Chicago for at least six or eight 
high class temi-pro praks, which can be 
conducted profitably to their owners with- 
out in any way interfering with the major 
leaguers, or with the amateur or fraternal 
leagues which all have their own follow- 
ings sini 

Chicago League on Its Feet. 

The advent of the Chicago league, which 
played every contest of its 120 game sched- 
ule, was a feature of the year and despite 
a one sided contest for its pennant, won by 
the Leland Giants by a wide margin, with 
two hopeless tailenders, the new body sur- 
vived the season and silenced the critics who 
predicted an early finish either through finan- 
cial loss or internal dissensiens. Five of the 
six clubs in the league made money and the 
sixth club, Milwaukee, was handicapped by 
@ bad start and the extra cost of railroad . 
fare. 

These six clubs played to an approximate 
paid attendance of 160,000 persons, or an 
average of about 1,500 persons per game, 
counting scheduled games doubled. up be- 
cause of rain or wet grounds. In dition 
most of the clubs played exhibitien contests, 
which materially swelled their receipts. Out- 
side of the league, Rogers Park, River Forest, 
Artesians, Normals, Spaldings, and scores of 
other clubs attracted big crowds. 

While the profite in semi-pro. ball are not 
as great as in the banner year, 1906, it is be 
cause the players are receiving more money 
for their services and not because the crowds 
are smaller. These attendancg figures, with 
the salaries possible therefrom, explain why 
so many men with ahility to play in the minor 
and even the major leagues prefer semi-pro 
berths. In the Chicago league there are at 
least a dozen players who earn between $150 
and $200 a month for playing only Saturdays 
and Sundays and they would not receive more 
than that amount for playing the entire week 
in minor leagues except perhaps in the Amer- 
ican association and Eastern league. Out- 
side of the league there also are players who 
undeubtedly draw high salaries for their 
services. : 


Able to Recruit Strong Teams. 


Considering these ealaries and the fact 
that players employed on loca! clubs may 
hold their regular positions and rise in the 
profession or vocation which they have 
chosen for life, it is emall wonder the semi- 
pro clubs are able to recruit strong teams. 
This fact aleo accounts for the presence of 
so-called ““ ineligible”’ players in semi-pro 
ranks, although the year 1009 has seen less 
friction between organized baseball and the 
semi-pros than ever before. Apparently the 
end of this trouble is in sight for the na- 
tional commission has expreséed its approval 
of and sympathy with the semi-pro move- 
ment, taking official cognizance of the exist- 
ence of such bodies, but denying official pro- 
tection as yet because of the deterrent rules 
in that complicated network of cogs and 
wheels which forms the machinery govern- 


‘When some pian is devised whereby semi!- 
pro.clubs may be officially recognized and 
granted the same protection as minor 
leagues, which do not draw as many people to 
their games or pay as much in salaries as do 
local pro clubs, then these clubs will 
cease harbok ingligibie players, and an- 
other thorn will be removed from organized

well conducted establishments, where keen 
games and plenty of thrills are served to large 
and enthusiastic crowds.

Boore & Co., Roberts & Oak, Schwarzschild & 
Sulzberger, and Boyd-Lunham staid out of the 
trade, while the Anglo-American company had 580 
hogs in direct from Milwaukee and Armour & 
Co. had 500 in from St. Paul. 

Shippers bought only 700 hogs, but with tbe lim- 
ited supply available they had to be satisfied 
with moderate droves, and also had to take hoges 
that would not have appealed to them on days 
of more generous receipts. 

A new record for seven years was established 
this week when fancy native steers sold at $8.80, 
the highest price reached sincne 1902, and all pre- 
vious records were broken when range steers sold 
at 87.50, or 10c higher than ever reached before 
on the Chicago market.

~ BEST PNEUMONIA PRECAUTION 


; — 
Health Department Points Out Unusual 
Death Rate and Warns Against In- 
viting Disease by Closing Windows.

_ Breathe good, pure air and lots of ft, if you 
wish to render helpless the little pneumococci 
that are particularly active just now. That 
js the warning contained Inthe weekly bulle- 
tin issued by the health department last 
night. 

“Five hundred and ninety-nine persons 
died in Chicago @uring the last seven Gays, 
not an abnormally large number for a city 
of this size, But a considerable excess, nev- 
ertheless, over the usual niortality records 
for this city at this seagon of the year. 
 “ An analysis of the mortality fabulations 
‘shows that pneumonia is considerably more 
prevalent than fs usual at this season. sixty- 
seven people having succumbed to this pre- 
ventable disease during the last week and 
seventy-five in the preceding week. 

“The cause is perfectly clear. It is due 
to the fact that our péople are lowering their 
resisting powers by their Aoolish mode of 
living, a practice that exists to a greater 
extent now than is usual in October. 

“Cold weather causes injudicious people 
to shut themselves up indoors, closing win- 
dows and doors, so that they may be com- 
fortably warm. Closed windows mean lack 
of proper ventilation, the indoor air sooh be- 
coming foul. 

“The thing to do is to stop lowering your 
resisting power. Quit poisoning yourself with 
‘foul air. Breathe good, pure air all the time 
—especially while sleeping. Keep Qour win- 
dows open day and night. Don’t be afraid 
of cold air. Pure cold air does not cause 
pneumonia. It’s dirty, foul air that causes 
the trouble.”’

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INDECISION IN STOCK MARKET 


Price Changes Are Small and 
Varied in Their Effect. 


BANK STATEMENT IS GOOD. 


Railroads Report Large Reduction in 
the Number of [dle Cars. 


(New YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—([Special.})—Judged 
by the net results of today’s trading on the 
stock exchange on the prices of the active is- 
sues, the day’s transactions were negligible. 
They failed to arouse any interest among 
the traders as the movements of prices, be- 
sides being narrow, were so irregular as to 
prevent any conclusions being drawn from 
them regarding the general trend of the mar- 
ket. 


The trading reached a fairly large total, 
but the transactions in United States Steel 
accounted for nearly 40 per cent of the deai- 
ings and there were only three or four other 
stocks which showed even moderately large 
trading. Practically the only issues which, 
at the close of the session, showed more than 
fractional net gains, were some of the rela- 
tively inactive issues, the only stock which 
showed a change of as much asa point and 
which was at the same time moderately ac- 
tive being Wabash preferred, which’ ended 
the day with a gain of 1% pointa 

At the opening, prices were affected some- 
what by selling for the London account, 
which though not of large volume here, was 
sufficient to prove a controlling factor dur- 
ing part of the session. 


Bank Statement Is Favorable. 

The bank statement made a h more 
favorable showing in the actual! figures than 
in the average figures, for in the former there 
was a large increase in surplus, while the in- 
crease in the average figures was only nom- 
inal. Both statements showed a heavy reduc- 
tion in loans, the larger appearing in the 
actual figures, where the loan account showed 
a reduction of over $49,400,000, and accom- 
panied by a reduction of $52,400,000 in de- 
posits. ° 

In this statement the surplus showed an in- 
crease of $5,614,060, bringing the surplus up 
to $7 650.125. The cash loss was $7,053,100, 
which was nearly $5,000.000 less than the cash 
loss shown in the average statement. That 
part of the loan reduction reported by the 
banks was effected by a shifting to the trust 
companies and was indicated in the state- 
ment of the institutions outside of the clear- 
ing house, which reported an increase of 
$7.869,500 in loans, with an increase of $2,300,- 
000 in deposits and a smal! gain in cash. 


Reduction in Idle Cars. 

Apart from the showing of the bank state- 
ment, the only interesting information sub- 
mitted for the consideration of the financial 
district today was the regular fortnightly 
bulletin of the American Railway assocla- 
tion, showing a further large reduction in 
the number of idle freight cars in the United 
States and Canada. During the two weeks 
which ended Sept. 20 a demand developed for 
about 388,000 additional cara, reducing the 
net surplus of freight cars to 38,506, against 
71,878 at the middle of September, and 106,- 
577 at the opening of that month. 

This showing is in keeping with the ex- 
pectations and affords cumulative evidence 
of the steady growth in railroad traffic 
which directly refiects a corresponding 
growth in the genera] business of the coun- 
try.

Not all this $4,000,000 cost is appropri- 
ated to mere third-rail equipment of the 
tracks. It provides thirty-five electric loco- 
motives at $30,000 a piece, $450,000 for car 
equipment, $120,000 for an electrical digtrt. 
buting station and $480,000 for the n 
sub-stations averaging eight miles apart. 
If the road shall decide to bulld itg own 
great electric power manufacturing station 
of 20,000 kilowatts capacity each hour, then 
it may spend about as much more money 
as it wants to. 

With the lilinois Central tracks and equip- 
memt given over to electrical operation ag 
far as Flossmoor, the suburbanite passen- 
ger need anticipate few changes in the ser- 
vice beyond the absence of smoke and cin- 
ders and the substitution of «a quicker, 
smoother transit. 

The passenger stations wil! remain as they 
are, averaging about half a mile between 
them.

The express 
service will be installed on the two center 
tracks, while the freight traffic to Ran- 
dolph street and to the north side of the 
river will occupy the tracks next the rim 
of the lake.

This total of 1,893.22 miles of railroad track 
age in the city is owned by eighteen of the 
enty-six lines centering here. Seven of 
hese trunk lines enter the city over leased 
tracks, four lines of which are uging the 
Park row station of the Illinois Central com- 
pany.

From the point of view of the Chicago pub- 
lic this whole question of the locomotive 
smoke nuisance began with the Illinois Cen- 
tral’s lines. In most cases e/railroad coming 
into a city seeks lines of least financial re- 
sistance and so enters where there is least 
ebjection from property holders. 

When the Illinois Central entered Chicago 
in an early day it was required to come in on 
pilings driven in the lake rim. In all fair- 
ness the railroad was here first; the later at- 
tractions of the lake brought builders of resi- 
dence property there, while in some respects 
the road's suburban service invited others. 
For years it was taken for granted by the 
property holder in the shore strip that, build- 
ing near the line, he must expect to put up 
with the locomotive. In those years many 
Cities were putting up with dummy engines 
smoking and puffing in city streets in order 
to haul the common street car. 

In these later years as Chicago has grown 
to be the biggest railroad center in the United

. States, giving residence to more railroad lo- 


comotives than does any other city in the 
world, and feeding them with the cheapest, 
gmokiest coal known to the science of com- 
bustion, the doing away of the dummy engine 
on the street and the pigmy locomotive on its 
elevated roads has set Chicago to thinking. 
Ig the smoking railroad engine a necessity? 


s ¢ 
New York in the Lead. 


While this question was revolvipg in the 
Chicago mind New York City in 1908 was 
given an enadling act by the legislature per- 
mitting it to require that the New York 
Central railway electrify its tracks into the 
Grand Central station, When electrification 


of the line had been mandatory only a little, 


more than five miles out the road decided 
to extend electrification to the end of its 
gubutban zone. When the work is completed 
as now planned the New York Central will 
have a total of 292 miles of trackage operated 
by electricity, including freight and passen- 
ger tracks. And the authority of one - the 


prominent engineers of the country is be- 
hind the statement that when this work has 
been completed the road may expect econo- 
mies approaching $760,000 a year over its old 
steam traffic. . 

Long before the legislative act was made 
applicable to the New York Central, the 
New Haven line had been electrifying its 
tracks in Connecticut. When the legisiature 
had forced the New York Central to electrify 
its tracks into the Grand Central terminal 
the New. Haven road into New York prepared 
liberally, as did its landlord road, to extend 
its electric zone to Stamford, with official 
opinion that one day the whole ! will be 
electrically operated from New York to 
Boston, 


« . 
Hope Roused in Chicago. 


In these two New York examples‘of electri- 
fied rails the Chicago public has been read- 
ing the coming electrification of its own 
noisome, smoking lines of rafiroad. And 
also in these examples the Chicago compa- 
nies see that if electrification of lines inside 
the city is forced, electrification sanely must 
extend to the limits of their suburban serv- 
ices. If legislation is to force electricity as 
motive power in the city, railroad common 
sehse must force it much further out. Which 
must cost much more money. 


I ‘asked. a. member of the transportation 
committee the other day: “ What will it 
cost, approximately in round figures, to in- 
stall electrical operation of railroeds in Chi- 
cago?” He was a man who ought to know, 
but he Wouldn't even make a guess. 


“Put tile cost st anything you Mke,” he 
said. ‘Nobody will dispute the statement, 
provided you put it high eriough.” 

There are a number of conditions making 
these figures an uncertainty. How far out- 
Aide of Chicago limits wil the companivs go 
with the work—if they have to? What kind 
of installation will be used—the trolley, or 
the third rail? Will the compaailes buy pow- 
er, or will they balld to manufacture it? Will 
they build cheaply, barely to comply with 
present conditions, or will they accept legis- 
jation broadly and build in anticipation of 
the next twenty or thirty years? 


In the mileage tables as given for Chicago it 
will be seen that only 444 miles of the 1,893 
miles of total track in the city are main 
tracks—that is, doyble tracks for incoming 
and outgoing through trains. New York, 
bullding at $82,000 a mile, has applied only 


‘to main trackage; to electrify sidings and 


switch yards generally may cost only one 
third as much. But taking as an approxi- 
mate basis of estimate the $32,000 a mile— 
including third rails, locomotives, car equip- 
ments, and power stations—for main lne 
tracks and oné-half this cost for subsidiary 
city trackage, the total cost inside the city 
limits would be under $40,000,000, or only 
about twice as much as the Northwestern 
road is expending for a new terminal sta- 
tion tn Chicago. Carrying this electrifica- 
tion to the suburban zones of these twenty- 
six lines of trunk road, the lay reader may 
double the mileage and the expenee and still 
find it under $100,000,000 as an estimate. And 
yet the Northwestern and the Illinois Central 
roads alone are each capitalized for almost 

Returning just here to first causes of the 
war of Chicago on the locomotive smoke 
nuisance, the railroads have been contending 
that the railroad locomotive is burning only 
18 per cent of the soft coal that is consumed 
ingide the city limits. But against this, au- 
thorities are declaring that, consuming only 
18 per cent of the soft coal, these 650 locomo- 
tives are delivering three times the quantity 
of smoke that comes from the chimney stacks 
of the manufactories, ton for ton of coal 
consumed. In the loop district, too, it is as- 
serted as strongly that 60 per cent of the 
smoke and soot and grime comes from loco- 
motives,

Pacts Against Locomotive. 


The point is made that in burning this 13 
per cent of sooty coal in 650 locomotive fire- 
boxes, probably as many firemen are shovel- 
ing this 13 per cent of the consumption as are 
required to shovel the other 87 per cent into 
the giant boilers of the manufacturing 
plants. Most of these Big plants are equipped 
with smoke consumers; they are subjected 
te far wider and closer inapection as to viola- 


tions of the emoke ordinances, and at least 
such smoke as does drift from the tall chim- 
ney stack is freed without pressure, high in 
the alr. 

On the other hand, the moving locomotive, 
running close to the street levels, has {ts 
smoke blown from the short stack by jets of 
exhaust steam, which not only give wings to 
the fiying dirt but which wets the sooty 
particles for sticking to whatever they come 
in- contact with. Then there are the gases 
that are expelled on their corroding ways. 
Grant park, just off the’ downtown water 
front, won’t grow trees or grass. Why? 
The authorities say to ask the Illinois Central 
railway, whose engine gases are said to have 
been poisoning vegetation. 

“That which has been done can be done,” 
seems to be the attitude of Chicago relative 
to the railroad locomotive inside its jimite. 


Experts of the loca! transportation commit 
tee reported a year ago on what dozens of 
railroads had done in several parts of the 
world, pointing to the ultimate economies of 
the work. 

If the railroads, operating smoking locé- 
motives, did have much to do with the 
making of Chicago, the city is contending 
that they no longer are entitled to the privi- 
lege of despolling it. Other staies and other 
cities have denied their steam rallroads this 
continued, growing privilege. If Chicago bas 
not the right to the same self-preservative 
recourse, it wishes to be shown why it basn’t. 
Through its local tranaportation committee 
the city has spent its thousands of dollars in 
presenting its side of the case. If anything 
more is to be sald and done before the passage 
of the Snow blanket ordinance, it seems to be

Perhaps you've heard the political orator roll out the phrase “The American working- 
man is the American king”—and curled your lip a little at the thought that his flattering 
words were so much “plain bunk.” They may have been from the orator’s standpoint. But 
all the same, he is a king—by comparison with his fellow toilers in other cougtries, and it is 
good and filling for him to remember and realize this fact once in a while. 

The other day a young man fresh from the jungle of London’s East End talked to me 
for an hour—talked of the little incidents that crop out in the hand-to-hand scouting for 
souls among those who do the hard, rough work of London—the teamsters, the roustabouts, 
the factory toilers, and the “hewers of wood and drawers of water” generally. 

“It’s all so different over there,” said this missionary to the masses. “The American 
born toiler hasn’t the remotest idea of how the Léndon workingman has.to live. Take the 
family of the poor fellow who does odd jobs of roustabouting; just before I left I visited 
such a family. , ‘My call came about in this way. We were giving a big excursion to Red 
Hill to all the children who had attended the mission Sunday school a certain number of 
times and learned a certain number of texts. 
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HE downtown tunchrooms, the various 
dining clubs and semi-private restau- 
rants which feed the loop crowds, are 
the housewives’ greatest competitors 
for domestic servants. For every five, 

or at most ten. girls who go as domestics into 
private homes ninety or ninety-five girls pre- 
fer to work in lunchrooms, restayrants, and 
dining clubs as “ kitchen help.” 

At least this is true for girls who come 
from Polish, Bohemian, Hungarian, and 
other neighborhoods, settled chiefly by im- 
migrants from western Europe. A canvass 
among foreign employment agencies along 
Milwaukee avenue or in any other thickly 
settled Slavic neighborhood, which furnishes 
the great majority of dishwashers and 
kitchen help, reveals in every case that the 
factory methods and atmosphere of the res- 
taurant appeal to the Slavic girl far more 
than the chance to have a home, in addition 
to as good a wage as is paid by the lunchroom 
or restaurant, which nearly every American 
family seeking a domestic offers. 

** Domestic service is practically boycotted 
by Slavic girls,” said H. Kreutzer, an expert 
in that line along Milwaukee avenue. “‘ The 
most undesirable job in a resfaurant kitchen 
is given preference to the best one in a pri- 
vate home. The reason forit is simple. The 
restaurant gives the girl more freédom than 
a private home would give her. In some of 
the downtown lunchrooms the gtls work 
from 7 o’clock in the morning until! 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon for a wage of $5 a week, and 
their board. In others they work from 7 
o'clock in the morning until T o'clock in tha 
evening. But in almost every case they have 
their evenings and their Sundays free.”

Life of Labor Agent in Africa Is Full of Peril 


HE labor agent—the recruiting sergeant 

of. commercialism—leads an ordinary 

enough life in American cities, but in 

Africa the work takes on the charm of 

adventure. For on the “ dark conti- 
nent" the labor agent's work, which consists 
of recruiting natives for work in the mines, 
has to be done inthe remote districts, often 
hundreds of miles away from any white set- 
tlement. Then it is that the agent literally 
has to take his life in his own hands. 

““Up to ten years ago,” says Stanley P. 
Hyatt, who has served many years aq labor 
agent for the big diamond mines of Kim- 
berly and elsewhere, “a good many labor 
agents, even in nominally British territories, 
were little more than slave raiders. I have 
met them going out with a dozen armed 
‘ police,’ whose business it was to surprise a 
village after nightfall and capture all the 
likely looking men. In the Portuguese colon- 
fes the raids were carried out on an even 
larger scale by regular uniformed troops, 
though latterly the ugly temper of the natives 
themmelves has made the business a risky 
one. I remember well.an alarm in one of the 
big villages, when within a couple of minutes 
there were over a hundred sturdy savages, 
armed with long bows and poisoned arrows, 
crouching in the jungle just beyond the huts, 
waiting for the raiders. 

**On another occasion some Portuguese na- 
tive soldiers tried to exploit what was to 
them a new district) Isaw them going down, 
but never heard of their coming back, al- 
though I had a camp a few miles away. 
Months after I learned the story of their 
fate. They passed through a number of tiny, 
poverty stricken villages, wheré they found 
no one but women, though every where they 
were told of the big kralls on ahead down to 
the southwest, and so they tramped on, right 
into the deadly thorn jungle; where the 
m'chop!, the ‘archers,’ or * bughman,” are, 
and the archers killed them to the last man.

Perpetual Motion 
Solved at Last? 


HE ulscovery of perpetual] motion, of a 

Sort, is the claim of a Chicago man, 

W. L. Saunders; and a picture of his 

invention is reproduced herewith. As 

will be seen, the device consists of a 
wheel made entirely of glass with twelve 
hollow glass balls, on each of which is paint- 
ed the figure “6,” or the figure “¥,"’ accord- 
ing to its position on the wheel. 

** Right there is the principle of the discoyv- 
ery,’ says the Inventor. “It ig simplicity 
itself, so simple that it is a wonder nobody 
has discovered it until new. The figures are 
sixes going up and nines coming down. A 
nine isimore than a six. ‘I'he nines going down 
on theleft overbalance the sixes that are 

’ going up on the right and in this manner the 
wheel is started and kept turning without 
any other power. In short, a nine is more 
than a six. So delicate is the adjustment 
of the wheel's balance that the painted num- 
bers are enough to start it going. It is 
the first device of the kind that the govern- 
ment has seen fit to grant a patent on.” 

One of the machines is said to have run 
thirteen weeks without stopping. The one at 
present exhibited in Chicago has been run- 
ning continuously for two months. The de- 
vice is used as a window attraction, no claim 
being mnade that the principle is available for 
furnishing power, etc. 


Want Census Clerks 


N anticipation of the coming decennial 

census, the United States ig looking for 

about 3,000 temp@rary clerks, to be sifted 

out from applicants willing to take the 

examination beginning Oct. 23. Blank 
forms and. the circular of instructiogs® may 
be obtained at first hands from the civil serv- 
ice and the bureau of the census at Wash- 
ington. In the other larger cities the post- 
offices of Boston, Philadelphia, Atlanta, Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago, St. Paul, Denver, and San 
Francisco will supply them while in New 
York, New Orleans, and St. Louis the cus- 
toms houses may be applied to. 

They won't be immediate jobs éven for 
those who pass, as the earliest appointments 
will not be made before Jan.1. Some of them 
will be made in April, while the bulk of the 
number will not be drawn until August, 1910. 
Then the term of service will expire on June 
8O, 1912. 

In the beginning, the salaries will be $600 
a year, with opportunity to reach $900 before 
the end of the two year period. But how- 
ever satisfactory the service in the census 
work, there can be no transfer, because of it, 
into*the national civil service. 

Work of these 3,000 is such as to call for 
men between the ages of 18 and 5O years, 
s6und of mind and@ body, each of them a 
citizen of the United States, and with only 
cne appointment within one family. Theex- 
eertions to the rvle are thoge persons enti- 
tiled to preference of the statutes, and boys 
beLWeenh i0 anu 415, Whu are to serve as mes- 
sengers only. “

Cases Typical of Disease. 

Bobby is still suffering from that bogy, 
and he Is still working for $22.50 a week, the 
firm to which he wént having cut his sa’ary 
from $26 within two months.

These are three typical cases I!lustrating 
the- working of salaritis. In one case—and 
it is an exceptional one—the man mastered 
the fear; in the other two cases the men al- 
lowed the fear to master them.

When the fortieth 
mile post is passed the symptoms of the case 
become more pronounced; sometimes the 
symptoms are different, but they come from 
the same cause. 

The cure for salaritis? There is one, and it 
is both simple and profound, easy and diffi- 
cult. It is todo the allotted work so well that 
it will be worth the mone? paid for it, and to 
know thet you are capable of doing it and 
are doing it. Under such circumatances 
should a discharge come through any com- 
bination. of “ office politics,” persona) ill 
will, etc., there will seldom be any difficulty 
in finding another position, and quite fre- 
quently a better one. 

Some men will always work for a salary; 
they are the men who are capable of making 
as much or more in this manner than if they 
owned a successful business; or they are the 
men who are good workers but poor execu- 
tives. There wil) always be need for salary 
workers so long as our present form of civ- 
fligation continues. But if a@ man cannot 
work out of a salaried position he can work 
out of the salaritis condition

The writer of these lines has Hved up te the 
border of 60 years without becoming gray 
hedded, wrinkled of face, or hump backed. 
If he had never worked hard these things 
might not be worth mentioning, but when 
I add that I have been a@ constant and per- 
sistent worker in 4 good many fields of hu- 
man effort, extending from the heaviest man- 
ual labor to sixteen hour days in a newspaper 
office, it will be seen that I might have been 
a physical wreck on the borders of senility 
without having any blame attached to me. 

‘The plain truth is that men do not wear 
out from constant work nor from heavy 
work. We are told that worry killed the

For this 
scarf materials required are: One box yarn, 
one pair medium size bone knitting needles, 
one bone crochet hook, No. 8. 

Cast on eighty stitches and knit one row.

Fourth row, knit one, them two together 
across the row. At the endknitone. Repeat 
from beginning of first row until the scarf is 
one and one-half yards long; bind off. Make 
a fency edge by crocheting a pretty scallop 
or fringe.

“My maid was so anxious for the success 
of the undertaking that she went to work 
and made her one. When she got it done she 
couldn’t get anybody to deliver ft.

The result was that Hani went up and 
delivered the ple herself.

But people said, ‘‘ We don’t want to eat early 
on Sundays. We want our 6 o'clock dinner.”’ 
so the proprietess, true to her idea of giving 
people what they wanted, served it from 12 
till 8 o'clock. 

Every change hap been made accordingly. 
The cakes are ‘really’ cakes made from 
family recipes, although these were first 
‘‘created”"’ by a woman specialist whe 
charged 80 cents a cake. “ We had to sell 
them for a dollar,’’ sdid the mistress of the 
kitchen, “and send for them besides, and 20 
per cent profit was not enough. So I decided 
that if she could sell them for 80 cents I 
could,too, And I put in a baker to make them 
by my own recipes.” 

The jams and marmalades made out of the 
house by a woman specialisf are perhaps 
the only exception to the rule of cooking done 
right in the-kitchen, This now employs a 
night baker, a day baker, two cooks, six 
waitresses, a porter, two store girls, a door

Alimony Seekers Form Majority. 

At the hearing of the 1,539 divorce cases filed in 
Chicago during the last year alimony was asked for 
in most instances.. If the woman sues for divorce she 
wants alimony. If the man sues she wants alimony. 
Unless she is much in the wrong she gets it. 

The amount may be anywhere from $3 a week 
to $100,000 a year. The latter is the estimated income 
which Mrs. Andrew W. Mellon will have from the §$2,- 
000,000 settlement she receiveai from the Pittsburg 
magnate when they decided to separate because the 
wife did not Hike to live in the “Smoky City” and 
decided to go back to her native London. 

Chicago court records show no alimony settlement 
so large as this. The former Mrs. Sidney C. Love 
was paid $50,000. In most instances if the Chicago 
husband is rich, the money question is settled between 
the lawyers out of court. It is impossible to get a 
definite statement of the amounts. But it is known that 
the average alimony of the divorced wife, either by 
court decree or outside settlement, will exceed $1,000 
a year. Thus Chicago's alimony bill in 1,539 divorce 
cases will total between $1,250,000 and $1,500,000 every 
twelve months. — 

There are a number of definitions for the word 
“ alsmony.” 

Judges declare it a legitimate debt which a man 
owes the woman he has married and whom he has 
wronged or failed to make as happy as he shouid.

Every large detective bureau in the world, includ- 
ing ‘Chicago’s, now is equipped with an outfit of these 
“silent defectives,” and every day in the year some- 
where criminals are being hunted down in a fashion 
that makes Sherlock Holmes’ method seem obsolete, 
all through the aid of the all seeing camera.

Plates Accepted as Evidence. ve 


“The camera, first of all,.is used for making. a 
Picture of a scene of crime for the purpose of ob- 
taining evidence for use in the trial,” said Capt. Evans 
of the Chicago bureau of identification, who has 
charge of the “silent detectives” of the Chicago police 
department. “A photographic plate of a murder vic- 
tim, of his attitude and surroundings at the time of 
discovery, of clothing, weapons, and so on, is-accepted 
as evidence when produced by the department. 

“As soon as a murder is reported in any part 
of the city one of our operators packs his camera 
and hurries to the scene of crime as soon as possible. 
The aim is to have him there before anything hag 
been touched, and usually he arrives as soon as the 
regular police officers. He gets to work at once anid 
makes photographs of the victim, the room, or sur- 
roundings;: of every trace and thing that may be used 
as evidence or in assisting the detectives to unravel 
the crime. 

“By the time he is through the department has a 
record of tragedy such as no eye, no matter how 
trained or observant, could hope to make.

Best Work of the Camera Brigade. 


The great bright spot in the record of the Chica- 
gZo detective camera brigade's record is the running to 
earth of the murderer’ of Anton Lisl, a northwest 
side florist. the crime that was known at the time 
as the “zine knife ” murder.. Lisl] was killed in @ 
peculiarly atrocious manner. He was walking home 
through a piece of woods and where his path ran be- 
tween two trees the murderer, an ignorant Polander 
who had made love to Lisl’s wife, was waiting. As 
the florist stepped through the narrow space the as- 
sassin, Standing behind a tree, ripped him-across the 
throat twice with a piece of sharpened zinc. The 
wounds left were terrible and death was instan- 
taneous. 

The body was found in the morning and a search 
for evidence began at once. There was nothing on 
the scene to offer a clew. The police photographers 
made exposures of everything that they could find, 
but there was nothing in sight but the body and the 
strange weapon that had taken a life. 

The murderer, true to the tradition that a slayer 
always will return to the scene of his crime, showed 
up in the crowd of curious on the second day. He 


. a wore a raincoat and kept his hands in his pockets. 


He was no more suspicious looking than,a dozen 
others in the crowd, but one of the camera men, on 
one of the strange impulses that govern the work of 
_ fletectives, suggested that he be “ mugged.” 
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scrubbing. There was nothing startling in this, in 
spite of the fact that it was Union street, but the de- 
tectives, working on the possibility of every sign 
being a clew,. sawed up a section of the floor and 
looked beneath. 

The floor lay flush on the ground, and the ground 
was saturated and covered with coagulated blood. The 
blood in the room had been washed away, and other 
evidences of the crime hidden; but the murderers had 
not calculated that the police might look under the 
floor. ° 

The guilty men were apprehended in a Clark street 
lodging house by two plain clothes men who merely 
rounded them up as suspicious looking characters. In 
their pockets was found a chamoig skin purse contain- 
ing $300 in moist bills. The chamois skin was dry. Mui- 
croscopic examination showed that the bills had been 
washed to remove traces of blood, and again the mur- 
derers had failed in astuteness by not waiting until the 
money had been dried. When confronted with the chain 
of evidence they confessed, and received life sentences.

Fullest Use Made in Berlin. 


It is in Berlin, perhaps, that the camera is used to 


* the fullest In the unraveling of crimes. For instance, 


here is one of the extreme cages of its use: A woman 
had been murdered in one of the cheap lodging houses 
of the city, and apparently not even the smallest trace 
left of the murderer. It was two days before the police 
were apprised of. the crime; the scent was cold. 
Nothing could be discovered of the woman’s anteced- 
ents. She had lived alone in the room for a few days. 


» She had made no acquaintances. No one had seen any 


one go to her room, and so far as visible evidence 


és * went the mystery was as complete and deep as the 
=~ . famous “ Murders in the Rue Motgue” of Poe. 


On the single table of the room lay a few crumbs 


te of breud and a small piece of cheese, apparently the 


remnants of a frugal repast. With the thoroughness 


oe and care of the German police the department photog- 
-< papher “posed” the cheese on one corner of the table 


and made a photograph of it. Under the microscope 
the plate revealed what the eye had failed to detect, 
the impression of teeth. Comparison with the dead 
woman's teeth followed, and the discovery was made 
that the “bites” did not compare. The police: had a 
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discovered. The fresh footprint, it was estimated, had 
been made about that long before. The rest were a day 
old. A photograph was made of the single footprint. 
Again the plate revealed a possible élew. The left shoe 
bore a patch on the right side of the sole which had 
been sewed on in peculiar fashion. 

A visit to the cobblers of the neighborhood showed 
that only one nearby shoemaker had a custom of put- 
ting patches on in that fashion. He was found, ques- 
tioned concerning his recent customers, and after awhile 
remembered the name of a workman who had had a 
patch of such description put on his sole. The work- 
man was looked up, proved to be a companion of the 
murdered man, and after a stubborn resistance admit- 
ted that he had killed his friend in a quarrel while re- 
turning home in an intoxicated condition. He had 
struck him down, had left him, and had gone his way 
as if nothing had happened. 

When taken he was wearing a different pair of 
shoes and denied having worn a pair with a patch on 
them. It was not until he was confronted with the 
corpse of his victim and a photograph of his foot- 
prints that he broke down and confessed, admitting 
that he had burned his old shoes the morning after 
the crime in order to hide all possible evidence of the 
crime. 


' * * 
Confession Makes Conviction Certain. 

This case was all the more remarkable because 
of the shrewdness of the man in throwing away the 
fatal boots. But for his collapse and confession the 
police would have had nothing but circumstantial 
evidence to bring him to trial with, though the com- 
bination of his acquaintance with the deal man, the 
photograph of the footprints, and the testimony of the 
cobbler probably would have been strong enough to 
convince even a German court of the defendant's guilt. 

That the reckless, murderous chauffeur who in the 
dead of night runs down a victim and leaves him lying 
without stopping to give him succor no longer is safe 
also is due to the efficiency of the camera as a de- 
tective. The Berlin police department is responsible 
for the first case of this sort in which @ photograph 
has been used. 

A boy of fourteen was found lying unconscious on a 
deserted boulevard by a constable on his early morn- 
ing rounds. He was suffering from severe contusions 
and internal injuries, and there was no evidence to ex- 
plain how he had been hurt. At the hospital he was 
revived sufficiently to say that he was about to cross 
the boulevard when a speeding automobile came out 
of the darkness and struck him. He was but a few 
feet from the curb when struck; the car must have 
been running wide of the regular track in the center 
of the asphalt. 

Instantly officers an detectives were dispatched 
to the scene of the accident. As stated by the boy, 
it was sceen that he had been near the curb when 
struck. There was a hole in the asphalt where the 
chauffeur had made an attempt to swerve. and from 
there the wheel tracks turned into the regular auto 
track. But out near the curb the track of the fatal 
car was all alone. 

* 


Tracks of Tires Furnish Clew. 


The camera came into work again, and the faint 
traces of the wheels on the damp boulevard were 
photographed for a sufficient distance to give a picture 
of a whole revolution of the tires. Thus when de- 
veloped the plates showed a picture of what the tires 
would look. like if laid out flat. And to the joy of 
the detectives the tires were shown to be of a pectliar 
make, and that the one of the Ieft hand front whee! 
was minus a strip of rubber covering six inches 
long. 

The resulting search was unique in the annals of 
police work, and further indicates the thoroughness 
with which the German authorities go about their work. 
The sales department of the makers of the particular 
tire in question was required to give a list of its 
sales. It was found that a large automobile livery 
company used this make of tire exclusively. After 
a long search the machine with the defective tire was 
found in the company’s garage, and after that it was 
but a question of locating the chauffeur who had the 
machine on the morning when the boy was struck, 
and in forcing him to admit his guilt after letting him 
see the accusing photographs. 

ft is declared that practically all tires have dis- 


tinctive marks after béing run awhile, and that a photo- 
graph of their impressions on a soft road or a damp 
strip of asphalt will yield clews from which machines 
can be traced home to their owners. There may 
be food for thought in this claim for the chauffeur 
who knocks over an old woman and fancies that he 
makes his escape merely by rushing his car out of 
the vicinity. A detective with @ camera in all prob- 
ability can trace him as certainly as if he had left 
his photograph on the scene of the accident.

Photographs 
were made as a matter of course, and among them 
the picture of an old junk wagon and a white horse 
found on the prairie some distance from the barrel.

Copies of the pictures were sent 
to all the police stations of the city. One detective 
recognjzed the wagon 4s having been used by a junk 
man on Union street. The junk man was found and’ 
gave the name. and address of a nearby expressman 
to whom the wagon had been. sold. The expressmen 
had rented the outfit on tle night when the’ barrel 
had been taken to the prairie to two Italigns who 
formerly ‘had lived in the neighborhood.

clew, the impression of teeth in a piece of Swiss cheese. 

The rest was simple for the peinsteking Berlin 
detectives. All suspicious characters of the quarter 
were rounded up and each and every one of them 
forced to leave ah impression of his teeth in @ piece 
of dentist's wax. The result was that the murderer 
was apprehended, the peculiar formation of his teeth 
expesing him the moment he made his “ bite.” 

Sherlock Holmes might have done it, but he never 
did, at least. 


Another remarkable piece of work was in the

camera to detect and reveal. That most delicate of 
criminals, the expert forger, may leave his trade mark 
in such a way that the lens may find it though the 
eye cannot. Checks that have been raised or altered 
when photographed and magnified often tell tales by 
which forgers are run to earth. 

In one case, in Vienna, a blotter which the forger 
had used tn his work contained specimens of his 
handwriting while he was practicing for the forgery. 
In another, a burnt letter on which no writing was 
visible to the eye when photographed plainly showed 
scraps of an address from which the criminal was 
traced to his end. And yet another. a 
of a group of suspects, which although carefully 
scrutinized by detectives without any sensational dis- 
covery, plainly revealed the fact that one of them 
was a woman dressed in man’s apparel. It was 
possible to fool the eye of man, but not the eye of 
the camera. | 

So, it must be apparent that Sherlock Holmes 
would have a hard time getting work in the detective 


bureau. But, hold! There is nothing to prove that 


during his long absence from the public eye Sherlock 
has not become & snapshot fiend. In that case he 
probably could get a job—on probation.

The turning point, where his career began

‘wae the White Wings. When the task was 
finished it was suddenly found that Curtiss, 
besides being the brains of its constructign, 
was the logical person to fly it.

Then began Curtiss’ triumphant career in 
the heavens. Falls and resultant bruises

Sanitation the Great Object. 

The butcher shop and meat storage rooms 
are just as much of the type of approved 
commercial! institutions. A _ refrigeration 
system keeps the quarters and carcasses 
fresh and wholesome. Machines that are 
kept absolutely clean grind up the meats into 
sausage for the prisoners. The chopping 
blocks are never allowed to accumulate dirt. 
If the average butcher kept his shop.as clean 
as that of the federal! prison none of his cus- 
tomers would ever go across the atreet to 
trade because of a fear of uncleanliness. 

Every industrial department of the peni- 
tentiary is conducted along the same lines. 
It is the idea of Warden McClaughry that 


vict hands have wrought that.part of the 
prison that already..is finished. The main 
building, the cellhouses that are occupied, 
the work buildings, are the produgt of prison 
effort skillfully directed. The sixteen acres 
of the prison plant are surrounded by a wall 
thirty-five feet high, eight feet into the 
ground, and four to eight feet in thickness. 
Convict hands built this barrier that stands 
between them and the outside world. The 
two cellhouses and the ten subsidiary build- 
ings that have been erectedsare the product 
of the prisoners’ labor. Ye rach has been 
the result of ten years’ effort. 

The prison is almost finished now: All 
that remains to be built is the interior of the 
two Bedford cut stone cell houses and the 
ornamental dome and entrance that will 
mark the front of the plant. Work is being 
rushed on these. -When it is finished the 
prison will contain 2,000 double cells, capable 
of caring for 4,000 transgressors,of the laws 
of Uncle Sam.

Convicts Building Own Prison. 

The industrial departments of the federa} 
prison are numerous. In the tailor shop the 
men who are not strong enough to work with 
heavy tools are given employment. They 
keep the clothing of themselves and the 
other prisoners in repair and in many cases 
learn the trade of tailoring. Nearly all of 
the other work of the prison, aside from that 
of the kitchen and the other indoor tasks, 
consists of quarrying, dressing, and placing 
of buflding material. ’ 

The state quarries are outside the prison 
inclosure. Here the prisoners mine Into the 
beds of rock, and a narrow gauge railway 
that runs into the prison yard carfties the 
product of their labors to the stoneyard 
‘within the penitentiary walls. Here other 
prisoners cut it and polish it. This work ts 
done as skillfully as -expert stone cutters 
would do it: Brick kilns, also, are outside the 
prison walls, where the clay from the Kansas | 
hillsides is baked into building blocks. In 
the woodworking shop other prisoners are 
planing, sawing, carving, and polishing the’ |’ 
lumber.

But the championship of the House of the 
Good Shepherd has not been confined to any 
single class or creed. It has been recognized 
as one of the strong forces for civic welfare 
and many laymen of every religious per- 
suasion have taken an enthusiastic interest 
in fostering the institution and furthering 
its work. Amongst many who deserve spe- 
cial mention in this regard may be noted 
some of its earliest champions, such as 
Thomas Brennan and C. C. Copeland and, at 
a later period, W. J. Onahan, Judge Richard 
S. Tuthill, William Amberg, Judge E. O. 
Brown, Henry Weaver, and many others. 
Judge Tuthill, as chairman of the building 
committee and in other ways, has for years 
given much assistance in the work. 

The stamp of public approval has been set 
upon the House of the Good Shepherd by the 
enactment of laws and rules which make it 
a quasi public institution. The courts in cer- 
tain cases commit girls and women there 
with a view to their reclamation and refor- 
mation. The state has sought to contribute 
its meed by exempting the property of the 
institution from taxation and citizens In gen- 
eral possessing ability contribute in a multi- 
tude 6f ways to the funds necessary, to 
carrying on the work. 

During the fifty years since its establish- 
ment, more than 21,000 girls and women have 


been cared for, the great majority of whom 
have been reclaimed and transformed into 
worthy members of society. Not that alone 
but from the ranks of the wayward commit- 
ted to the care of the sisters have been 
formed a community of religeuse who have 
consecrated their lives to the cause of virtue 
and religion. This community is known as 
the “‘ Magdalens’”’ and is numerous, pros- 
perous, and progressive locally as well as 
throughout the world.

Home Not a Prison. 

The House of the Good Shepherd is ®y no 
means a prison. The people who dwell 
therein are taught and encouraged in the 
exercise and training of their talents and 
faculties in such a degree that they come 
from the home after a reasonable sojourn 
there trained and educated to the perform- 
ance of useful and beautiful duties in life, 
Young girls that are brought to the institu- 
tion by their parents or sent there by the 
courts are carefully guarded and are taught 
in the schoo! connected with the institution. 

The institution supports a laundry, sewing 
rooms of all kinds, and the persons in the 
home do all this wark, as well as fancy em- 
broidering, lace making, and many other 
things. These workrooms afford the easiest 
means of assisting the institution. Business 
houses having occasion for such services as 
the House of the Good Shepherd is able to 
supply often send their work to be done there, 
thus helping a worthy cause.

More than they used to when they 
bad.to depend on a storage battery ina 
street car to get to the courting coun- 
try and then back home.

little more of the spirit of '76 in their 
campaign. The first sign of this militant 
attitude is the-appearance of the suf- 
fragette stamp. It is worked out ona dell- 
cate baby blue background, and has on it 
these historic words: “ Taxation without rep- 
resentation is ty ranny.”’ 

These Stamps cost a penny apiece and can 
be secured at the suffragettes’ headquarters. 
A number of local workers have pledged 
themselves to use the stampon all their mail.

"I just said ‘‘ Bully,’ ”’ responded Master 
Robert promptly. “‘I was standing on a 
great big rock when sister called out, ‘ Rob-, 
ert, father’s found the pole,’ and I just yelled 
‘Bully!’ and I was so glad I most fell right 
off that rock.”

AUCTION SALE PROVES SUCCESS 


p | Swing Estate Property Brings Good 
Figures at the Real Estate 


Board. 


A particularly interesting event of the 
week was the auction sale of the George W. 
‘Ewing estate properties held at the real es- 
tate board rooms Om Wednesday, which 
proved to be one of the most lively and com- 
plicated partition sales witnessed in recent 
years. 

Included in the sale were twelve or more 
parcels, ahd the supporters of auction sales 
derived much comfort from the fact that 
the properties realized a total of $478,900 as 
against an appraised value of $424,750. It is 
true that the Ewing heirs secured all but two 
of the offerings, but they were compelled to 
bid often and high to get them. The attend- 
ance was large. 

While the largest price secured for any one 
single bid was $265,000 from Maroid A, How- 
ard for the Ewing block at 28-82 North Clark 
street and two other holdings, by far the 
sharpest competition was had over the prop- 
erty at the northwest corner of Halsted and 
Van Buren streets, 195 feet on Halsted, 250 
feet on Van Buren, and "95 feet on Green 
street, which was bid in by Edward 8S. Judd 
of E. A. Cummings & Co., for some of the 
Ewing heirs, it is understood, for $175,000. 

There were six lots included in this prop- 
erty, and the competition Fg Boon lots, es- 
‘pecially the corner of and Van 
Buren, ag well as combinations of two, three, 
and four of them, as against a bid for the 
whole, resulted in endless complications. 

David Yondorf, A. G. Romano,, isador 
Cohen, Samuel Schallman, Nathan Friend, 
Lem Weil, O. Schoenbrun, Henry Wolf, Ju- 
lius Bender, and A. L. Strauss, represen@ng 
a client, were among the most active bidders 
in this district, finally touching $95,000 for the 
Ewing block, which was not accepted, as Mr. 
Howard's bid of $265,000 was more than the 
total of the individual bids for this and the 
other parcels grouped together in this par- 
ticular sale. 

Building in forty-eight of the leading cities
